FRENCH ARMY FOURRAGERE AWARDS. 


As there appears to be some confusion in this country 
and overseas as to the fourragére of the French army, 
the Army AND NAvy JouURNAL has sought to clear up 
what doubt existed. In this it was given the very cour- 
teous assistance of French military officers connected 
with the French High Commission in Washington. As 
stated in the extract from the Stars and Stripes in our 
issue of Dec. 21, no member of the United States Army 
is entitled to wear this decoration, and though it has 
appeared on the shoulders of American officers and _sol- 
diers recently from France, they are wearing it without 
authority. Neither at the War Department nor at the 
French Commission has there yet been received notifica- 
tion of the award of the fourragére to an American or- 
ganization, and though there may have been citations by 
the French of American organizations no details have 


yet been cabled from General Pershing’s headquarters. 

The French have three different military medals. The 
Legion of Honor, with a red ribbon; the Military Medal, 
with a yellow and green ribbon; and the War Cross, 
with a green and red ribbon. There are several grades 
of the Legion of Honor, some awarded for military and 
some for civilian merit. Its military award is always 
to an officer, except in the most exceptional ¢circum- 
stances, when it may be awarded to a soldier. The Mil- 
itary Medal is given almost exclusively to soldiers, and 
it is a war as well as a peace award, as is the Legion of 
Honor decoration. The Military Medal may be awarded 
to general officers, but only in recognition of exceptional 
meritorious service in the field. It is worn by Marshal 
Foch and Marshal Joffre. The War Cross is awarded 
to both officers and soldiers and is exclusively a military 
medal. 

At times a regiment, or an isolated company or bat- 
talion, will be cited for special gallantry in action as a 
whole, and when so cited its colors are decorated with 
one of these medals. If an organization is cited two or 
three times each man in it is awarded the fourragére, or 
cord, made of the colors of the War Cross, green and 
red. If cited four or five times the colors are decorated 
with the Military Medal and the cord worn by the men 
in the organization is made of yellow and green. For 
six or more citations the colors get the Legion of Honor 
medal and a solid cord of red is awarded every man. 
Thus the citations in order are the War Cross, the Mili- 
tary Medal and the medal of the Legion of Honor.

The orders of Col. A. L. Singleton, chief of staff, from 
Major Gen. Eli A. Helmick, commanding the 8th Divi- 
sion in France, to Major George D. Rice, U.S.A., divi- 
sion chaplain, were to go with 900 wounded men to the 
United States and cheer them en route. The 900 
wounded men were put on the George Washington Dec. 
15, and the several chaplains on board began an or- 
ganized work to cheer and comfort them while on board 
the ship. Chaplain P. F. Bloomhardt, the ship's chap- 
lain, greatly assisted in this work. There were a num- 
ber of Y.M.C.A. and Knights of Columbus secretaries 
on board and all united in an effort to make the voyage

comfortable for the wounded men. The surgeons and 
nurses co-operated.

Men who 
were confined to their cots were cheered by personal 
visits from chaplains and others. But most of the 
wounded were walking patients and were able to be about 
the decks and recreation places. They proved to be a fine 
lot of men who appreciated the efforts to cheer them. 
Plans included letter writing and in cases where the 
man could not write his Christmas letter home, one was 
written for him. A moving picture entertainment was 
given daily with up-to-date pictures for the amusement 
of the wounded. A band concert was one of the events 
each day. The ship’s orchestra also played for the men. 
It was a most pleasant experience for all.

1. In the final offensive on the heights east of the Meuse 
and north of Verdun the task of breaking the enemy’s resist- 
ance at the Borne du Cornouiller (Hill 378) devolved upon 
the 316th Regiment of Infantry. Stubbornly defended by the 
enemy, this tactically strong point presented an obstacle of the 
most serious character. In spite of all difficulties the regiment 
succeeded after three days’ heavy fighting, Nov. 4 to 6, in 
capturing and finally holding the Borne due Cornouiller, in 
breaking the enemy's resistance and contributing materially 
to driving the enemy from the heights east of the Meuse a 
few days later. 

2. Numerous authenticated instances of gallantry, tenacity 
and endurance have come to the commanding general's notice 
proving beyond question that the regiment acquitted itself 
with the greatest credit and in a manner worthy of the best 
American traditions.

Col. George E. Haedicke, who successively 
commanded the regiment at the Borne du Cornouiller, and all 
the officers and men who participated in the combat of Nov. 
4 to 6, on the excellent work they performed at that time, and 
on the splendid name they won for the regiment. The high 
standard set in combat will be the standard aimed at in 
training for combat.

We have received a copy of the Christmas, 1918, num- 
ber of the “Gas Attack” published by the 27th Division, 
U.S.A. (the New York division). It is a publication of 
thirty-two pages, and represents a commendable piece of 
enterprise in the field. The “Gas Attack” was written 
and illustrated on the western front and was pub- 
lished in Paris. Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan is 
honorary editor; Lieut. Col. J. Leslie Kincaid, direct- 
ing editor; Major Tristram Tupper, editor; Pvt. Leslie 
W. Rowland, assistant editor; Pvt. R. Van Buren, art 
editor; and Capt. W. J. Grange, business manager. 
There are many interesting articles in the “Gas Attack” 
telling of the experiences of the division, and publishing 
copies of various orders and telegrams commending its 
battle work. In the foreword, General O’Ryan says in 
part: “We have served and fought in Belgium and 
France. It fell to our lot to take part in what doubtless 
will be regarded as one of the greatest battles of this 
greatest of all wars. The valor of our officers and men, 
their determined skill in action, and their tremendous 
pride in their organizations, have been the subject of 
such continued praise and.from such eminent sources 
that no further reference to them need be made here.” 
In telling of the movements of the division in France, it 
is noted among other things that one section disembarked 
at Brest and another at St. Nazaire. The division went 
almost at once into Flanders, where it was brigaded with 
the British. Some of the cities and towns in which 
the 27th Division lived and fought in France and Bel- 
gium follow: Novelles-sur-Mer, Favieres, Rue, Morlay, 
Bouquemaison, Doullens, Winnezelle, Ondezeele, Neur- 
liet, Quelmes, Steenevoorde, Abeele, East Poperinghe, 
Trappister Farm, Douglas Farm, St. Riquier, Beau- 
quesne, Tincourt-Bouchy, Templeux la-Fosse, Ste.

MARKING TIME IN ARMY LEGISLATION. 

The bill introduced in the House of Representatives 
on Dec. 27 by Chairman Dent, of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs, at the request of the Secretary of 
War permitting the resumption of voluntary enlistments 
in the RegulargArmy is a striking proof of how little 
far-sightedness there is in Congress in the matter of 
permanent Army legislation. So long ago as April, 
1917, Mr. Baker pointed out, in the course of a hearing 
before the House Committee‘on Military Affairs on the 
bill “authorizing temporary increase of the Military Es- 
tablishment, that “all contracts of enlistment in the 
Regular Army, in the National Guard, and the addi- 
tional forces, will, be for this emergency.” Responding 
to a question *by one of the members of the committee 
Mr. Baker said, developing this condition with the ut- 
most frankness: “I think we ought to face the facts. 
All of the military forces under this bill would be dis- 
charged by an official declaration that the emergency 
was over—that is, the Regular Army, the National 
Guard, and the additional forces. It would then be up 
to Congress to reinstate the Regular Army and up to 
the states to reinstate the National Guard.” Up to the 
present time nothing has transpired to change this con- 
dition of affairs; and unless Congress takes some defi- 
nite action in this matter at the earliest opportunity, 
four months after the issuing of the official proclama- 
tion of peace would find the United States facing the 
situation of having a standing Army made up of officers 
of the Regular Establishment and only such men as, 
previous to the passage of the Selective Service Act en- 
listed in the Regular Army for seven years. 

So superficial is the general acquaintance with Army 
laws that the introduction of this bill to restore volun- 
tary enlistments in the Regular Army has been seized 
upon as being the first step in the reorganization of the 
Army. That the General Staff did not wish this im- 
pression to gain strength is shown by the fact that Gen- 
eral March distinctly stated on Dee. 28 “this bill has 
no bearing on the raising of a future Army.” The fact 
of the matter is that our “future Army” is still clouded 
in a political fog that seems likely to remain the preyail- 
ing atmospheric condition until after March 4, when the 
new Congress comes into power. We know definitely 
from the estimates submitted by the War Department 
for the fiscal year 1920 that the General Staff has pro- 
vided for the pay of an Army of. approximately 500,000 
men and 22,000 officers. Both Senator Chamberlain, of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, and Mr. 
Kahn, who is to be the new chairman of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, have expressed unofficial 
opinions that lead to the belief they do not favor a 
larger standing Army than we had before we entered the 
war. Judging from conditions at the present time in 
Washington the Military Establishment of the United 
States faces just such another drastic reduction as has 
followed all our preceding wars. And yet one can feel 
under all these outward signs the real condition that our 
Senators and Congressmen are simply marking time in 
Army legislation waiting to see how public opinion de- 
velops in the matter of an Army commensurate with 
our position in the world and, more particularly, in the 
matter of universal military service. 

The force likely to have more effect on Congress than 
any one other is a crystallization of “soldier sentiment.” 
This is already taking shape in the formation of an or- 





ganization in the American Expeditionary Force that 
one of its members states has already an enrolment of 
800,000 names. It is also reported from Washington 
that an Officers’ Protective Association is in process of 
formation with the avowed purpose of seeing that all 
officers other than those of the Regular Army “get their 
rights.” If these two organizations take definite form, 
and if they use their influence toward the establishment 
of a proper military policy for the United States, as it 
is to be hoped they will, they will unquestionably have 
an enormous effect on Congress since a very large pro- 
portion of them must be voters and their influence 
among their relatives and friends in matters relating to 
Army legislation can be made a tremendous’ power for 
good toward Army legislation. These organizations, it 
would seem, will take much the same place in our 
political life for years to come as the Grand Army of 
the Republic did for twenty years-after the close of the 
Civil War. 

But meanwhile the future of the Army is af-a stand- 
still and with it the future of the Regular Army officers 
who are the only permanent commissioned Army per- 
sonnel we have. They -face not promotion but demo- 
tion as the reward for the distinguished work they did 
in planning for our Army. training. it, taking it to 
France, and making it a combat weapon of the finest 
quality and effectivéness. In spite of the efforts Secre- 
tary Baker has made to give permanent rank to Gen- 
erals Pershing, March and Bliss and to Lieutenant Gen- 
erals Bullard and Liggett; in spite of his replacing the 
two civilian heads of the Air Service with Regular Army 
officers; all such legislation is held in abeyance by Con- 
gress owing to the political needs*for marking time until 
public opinion takes form in favor of a wise military 
policy or remans formless. We have the hope that the 
experience of the 3,000,000 men who took part in this 
war in the Army will not have been in vain as an edu- 
cative force toward the proper appreciation by our coun- 
try of the need of a military policy both sound and wise. 
But until this abominable situation is cleared up it ap- 
pears that the Regular Army officers must cling to their 
old and loyal babit of mind and action of going on with 
their appointed tasks. After the experience the United 
States. went through in the Mexican border situation 
and in preparing our Army for participation in the Euro- 
pean war it does not seem humanly possible that this 
country will continue in its old laissez faire attitude to- 
ward the question of Army reorganization. 
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PAPER WORK REFORMS IN THE ARMY. 

When it is stated officially that “in case of a regiment 
of Infantry, some 20,000 records have been eliminated,” 
it is time to acknowledge that the Army joke about re- 
forming paper work may be laid at rest with what 
honors are due to its age. . This, and many other equally 
illuminating statements, appear in the first official ac- 
count of the reform achieved in Army paper work in 
1917-1918 in the annual report of The Adjutant General 
for the last-named fiscal year. The difficulties attendant 
on the calling into the Service of the National Guard in 
1916 were the initial forces that compelled a real reform 
in the methods of keeping soldiers’ and property records. 
Tke muster-in rolls, which had been in use since the 
Spanish-American and earlier wars, were the first forms 
replaced. The unwieldy and trouble-causing 38-inch 
sheets were succeeded by individual enlistment papers, 
which were prepared at the time of original enlistment 
of the soldiers in the National Guard and filed with the 
records of the organization until such organization was 
called or drafted into the service of the United States, 
when the enlistment papers were to be transmitted to 
The Adjutant General of the Army. This made it pos- 
sible to prepare beforehand the records that under the 
old system had to be made out at mobilization points. 
The only clerical work -required after the National 
Guard was called or drafted into the Service was the 
filling out of a brief indorsement on each enlistment pa- 
per, showing status of the soldier at the time, and the 
preparation of an initial muster roll on the Regular 
Army muster roll form, this muster roll containing sim- 
ply the names of the officers and enlisted men in the or- 
ganization and changes in their status from the date of 
call of the President to the date of initial muster. As a 
result of these changes, when the National Guard was 
drafted into the Federal Service in 1917, after the dec- 
laration of war, the records required by the War De- 
partment were prepared in a few hours. In other 
words, work that consumed days in 1916 was performed 
in as many hours in 1917. 

The muster-out roll, adopted in 1914 for use in mus- 
tering out of the National Guard, was made, the subject 
of a similar restudying, with the result that these rolls 
were abolished and the Regular Army musfér rolls and 
pay rolls, which could be prepared on typewriters and 
reproduced by carbon process, were substituted therefor. 
This change effected great reduction in the clerical labor 
incident to the muster out of the National Guard. Also 
as the result of revision the form for report of physical 
examination was reduced from eight to four pages by 
eliminating “all matter not relating to physical condi- 
tion of the soldier and incorporating such matter in the 
enlistment paper where it belongs,” and unnecessary and 
obsolete questions. 

Duplication and unnecessary clerical work in the old 
method brought about a consideration of a new form to 
show the individual record of an enlisted man. By the 
old method when a soldier was first assigned to a com- 
pany the company commander opened a descriptive list 





for him, filing the old descriptive and assignment card 
prepared at enlistment. In case the soldier was trans- 
ferred or left the company for any reason, a second de- 
scriptive list was required to be prepared and forwarded, 
the first copy being retained by the company. When the 
soldier returned, a third descriptive list was made out 
and transmitted with him to company commander. The 
company now had on file the original descriptive gud as- 
signment card and the first and third-copies of descrip- 
tive list and was required to open another descriptive 
list. This operation was repeated every time the soldier 
left and returned to duty witk a company. The descrip- 
tive list was a blank form of twelve pages requiring con- 
siderable time and labor in its preparation, and when the 
company was in the field it was frequently impossible to 
make out the extra copies required, and a soldier going 
to hospital or on detached service, not being accompanied 
by a descriptive list, could not be paid. : 

The new blank form known as service record is opened 
at the time of the~soldier’s enlistment, and when his sta- 
tion or status changes the original service record goes 
with him by indorsement. The full record of the soldier 
and his accounts is therefore always with him and only 
the clerical labor of a short indorsement is required. 
This eliminated the several copies of the old descriptive 
list and rendered unnecessary and obsolete three other 
blank forms—descriptive and assignment card, record 
ecard of recruit, and account of clothing issued to recruit. 

The old system of bi-monthly musters and the prepara- 
tion of muster rolls was abolished after June 30, 1918. 
The old system was glaringly inefficient in supplying 
promptly the information desired, for, except in cases of 
death, desertion and casualties in action, the War De- 
partment was without information as to changes in 
duties and status of soldiers for a period varying from a 
few days to two months. In order to obtain a complete 
record of the soldier under the old method, it was neces- 
sary to search through the bi-monthly muster rolls of his 
organizations from the date of his entry into the Service 
—a tedious task, especially in case of a man-who had 
been transferred from organization to organization. By 
means of the new system, which was inaugurated July 
1, 1918, the daily reports of changes of duties and status 
replace the muster rolls. These reports contain all the 
information which the rolls hitherto bore. The data con- 
tained in these reports are transcribed in this office to 
individual records which show at a glance all changes in 
duties and status of each soldier since, entry into the 
Service. 

Heretofore it has been necessary to keep in the com- 
pany in the case of each soldier (1) a service record, 
(2) an individual equipment record, (3) insurance pa- 
per, (4) allotment paper (Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
ance), (5) allotment paper (Quartermaster Corps), (6) 
score card (rifle), (7) score card (pistol), (8) “courts- 
martial records, and (9) a delinquency record. These 
papers were required to accompany the soldier when 
transferred or detached. By amending several of these 
forms the number of separate records to be kept in com- 
panies has thus been reduced to two, service record and 
individual equipment record. A third record, pay card, 
is kept at regimental headquarters. It is as a direct re- © 
sult of these. changes that the statement is made of 
“some 20,000 records” having been eliminated from an 
Infantry regiment. ~— 

Among the other noteworthy reforms effected are re- 
writing into one the two articles in Army Regulations 
relating to deceased officers and soldiers with a conse- 
quent combining of the reports of the surgeon and the 
commanding officer in one. The forms for morning re- 
ports have been revi$ed and a new form for morning 
report has been devised to account for officers and en- 
listed men belonging to the headquarters of regiments 
and similar units to the headquarters of the _post, 
camp or other station. The new form for morning re- 
port is simpler than the old form and the data are ar- 
ranged in a more logical manner. Heretofore instruc- 
tions for-the preparation of morning reports had been 
prescribed in a general way only. Complete and de- 
tailed instructions, including examples of all remarks, 
have been prepared and published. 

A new field desk has been devised for the use of adju- 
tunts and personnel adjutants of regiments and similar 
units. This desk is designed to facilitate the operation 
of the new system of record keeping. “Instructions for 
the use of this desk and also the company field desk are 
now in course of publication and will be issued to the 
Service at an early date. These instructions will serve 
to simplify and standardize thé methods of record keep- 
ing in companies and regiments throughout the Army. 
The instructions may also be used as an instruction 
pamphlet in this important subject. So far as known 
this will be the first official publication ever furnished 
tc the Army on this subject.” : 

Revised and simplified forms also have been worked 
out by\The Adjutant General’s Office as follows: De- 
scriptive and assignment card; inventory of effects of 
deceased soldiers; furlough; descriptive list of deserters; 
report of deserters; report of physical examination prior 
to separation from Service; warrant for non-commis- 
sioned officer; identification record card; records of 
known distance rifle firing and of pistol firing reduced 
from six to four pages; certificate of furlough to reserve; 
efficiency report; certificate of enlistment in Regular’ 
Army Reserve; certificate of enlistment in enlisted Re- 
serve Corps; record of war prisoners; transfers of re- 
cruits of Navy; record card of enlisted men for Staff 
Corps and departments; score card, special course “C,” 
and desegiptive list of public anfunals, 








Orricers ForMERLY oF THE 7TH N.Y. INFANTRY. 

Regimental headquarters of the 7th Infantry of the 
New York Guard is compiling a list of members of the 
old 7th Infantry, N.G.N.¥., who now hold, or have held, 
commissions in the Federal service since the declaration 
of war against Germany. The 7th Regiment Gazette 
has printed lists of officers in several issues, which it 
states are “not yet complete and contain errors. They 
are of interest as showing the fine record of the old 7th 
but are not accurate if intended, as stated, to be lists of 
“graduates of the 7th who now hold or have held com- 
missions in the Federal service since the declaration of 
war against Germany.” Over 100 names are included of 
officers who as the list states are now serving in the 
State Guard, and other names included are of those 
whose Federal service was before the present war; also 
a few who are in the British service. The latest recapi- 
tulation gives a total of $42 names of men of the old 
7th who either during the war with Germany or in 
earlier years have left its ranks to accept commissions 
in other organizations. Among well known _ officers 
mentioned are the following: Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spen- 
cer, of New Jersey, who left the 7th in 1885, to accept 
a commissiow. in the 9th N.G.N.Y., and who in 1876 
accepted a commission in the N.G.N.J. and is prominent 
in rifle practice; Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, who left 
the 7th in 1900 to accept a commission in the old 2d 
Battery, N.G.N.Y., and who was appointed major gen- 
eral comnianding the N.G.N.Y. in 1912; Brig. Gen. 
George R. Dyer, who left the 7th in 1892 to accept a 
commission in the 12th Regiment, and who served with 
the 12th in the Spanish War, and until appointed a 
brigadier general, N.G.N.Y., in 1912, and who also 
served in the Federal service on the Texas border as 
brigadier general; Col. William G. Bates, who left the 
Wth in 1892 to become an officer of the 71st Infantry, 
N.G.N.Y., served with the Tlst in the Spanish War, 
later in the Philippines on the staff of Major Gen. Fran- 
cis V. Greene, U.S.V., and became colonel of the 71st 
after the war. He was its colonel on the Texas border, 
and when it was drafted into the service of the United 
States in 1917 and was broken up, and its officers and 
men for the most part were transferred to fill-up other 
regiments, notably the 105th. 
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A Parrroric Soipirre or ForeigN Descent. 

As an example of the sentiment of some of our troops 
of foreign descent the following is of interest, writes a 
correspondent. It is an extract from a letter of a non- 
commissioned officer, serving in the A.E.F. in France, 
written to his father, who is of German birth, on Noy. 
24: “Dear Father—This is the day set aside for Dad’s 
Day in the A.E.F., and of course I can’t let the day go 
by without a word to you. This Thanksgiving and Vic- 
tory Day will indeed be one that will bring gladness in 
the hearts of the American people. To you it must 
have added significance in the thought that your three 
sons had been among the very first to offer their services 
in defense of a country that has allowed us the enjoy- 
ment of so many advantages and freedom. Having 
spent your earlier life in a country that had not offered 
you the full development and liberty we have had the 
great privilege of enjoying, it must be all the more 
heartfelt and significant, and a true example of our 
Americanism. You must indeed feel that the cause we 
have espoused has been a worthy one and it must give 
you added pleasure to think that the country of your 
adoption should have been the great instrument in see- 
ing that your birthland shall have the same freedom of 
developing the same liberties. ‘The enthusiastic way in 
which you have devoted your time and energies toward 
furthering the cause in your. support of the Liberty 
Loans is a tangible expression of your thorough Amer- 
icanism. ‘The censorship has been lifted and I can now 
tell you where I have been. This place is called I-Our- 
Tille, a small village about twenty miles north of Dijon 
in the province of Cote D'or. I have not had opportunity 
of seeing any action, but have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that I have done the tasks assigned to me in ar- 
enthusiastic and efficient manner, as my promotions hav- 
indicated. A short time ago I was recommended for a 
commission, but due possibly to a change of command 
ing officers it was temporarily disapproved. However, 
my promotion to the rank of hospital sergeant’ will prob- 
ably come through any day. This grade is the highes: 
I can attain in the ranks in this branch of service, and 
I am satisfied. I did not come over for any personal 
glory and feel content in the thought that I have given 
the best there is in me.” 
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SAVING IN COFFEE PURCHASE. 

A saving of $1,064,700 has been made for the Gov- 
ernment in one purchase of coffee for the Army by the 
Subsistence Division. Anticipating a sharp increase in 
the cost of coffee the Subsistence Division made a pur- 
chase of 117,000 bags of green coffee, since when the 
price has advanced seven cents per pound. The total 
purchase was 15,210,000 pounds. This quantity wil! 
supply the troops in the United States and overseas 
until March 1. a

War Service “Over HERE.” 

As an instance of the fact that service in this country 
was no less “active” than service abroad, an “Old Reg- 
ular” cites his own case, saying: “When the United 
States entered the war against Germany on April 6, 
1917, I was a non-commissioned officer in an Infantry 
regiment then stationed in the Philippines. Life in the 
Army was ‘easy.’ A call came for men specially quali- 
fied to make military maps. As I held a diploma from 
Highland Park College as a surveyor, I volunteered. 
That was along towards the middle of April, 1917. I 
was transferred ‘for the convenience’ of the government, 
from the Infantry to the Engineers, at the same time 
being reduced from sergeant to private. For eight solid 
months I worked day after day, an average of sixty 
hours per week, mapping out a district near Manila that 
had never been properly mapped out before. I was 
relieved when the work was completed and sent back to 
the United States on the January transport of this year. 
I rejoined my old regiment at Camp Fremont, Cal., got 
back my old rank of sergeant and became a drillmaster. 
For three months I drilled raw recruits, morning and 
evening, and at night I taught English to a bunch of 
Mexicans. It was my greatest desire to go to France, 
but I was told that I was of best use to my country as 

_a drillmaster. In the month of May I resigned my 
sergeancy and transferred to Camp Dodge, Iowa, hoping 
that as a member of the National Army I would soon 
get a chance to go to France. But no stich luck. I be-

Port oF Brest Won “Race To BERLIN.” 


The French port of Brest has won the “race to Ber- 
lin” which the base ports of the American Expeditionary 
Force have been conducting for six weeks, the other 
ports competing being Rouen, which won second place, 
with Marseilles third, according to a press dispatch 
from Paris dated Dec. 27. The “race” was the sport- 
ing contest introduced by officers of the Army to in- 
crease the enthusiasm and competitive spirit of the Ser- 
vice of Supply units at the French base ports where 
supplies for the A.E.F. were handled, and to encourage 
the men to outdo the efforts of their two competitors in 
landing and forwarding goods to our men at the front 
and elsewhere. The port which showed the greatest en- 
ergy, endurance and initiative was to win the prize. All 
branches of the Service contributed to this success. In- 
cluded among them were stevedores, engineers, brake- 
men, motortruck drivers, track layers, locomotive engi- 
neers, carpenters, blacksmiths, road builders, railroad 
signal men, checkers, stone masons, men of every calling 
that is needed to plan and erect towns, build highways 
and railroads, handle freight from ships in the docks to 
the rail heads, classify incoming goods, check outgoing 
shipments, fill the orders constantly coming back from 
the front, keep the intermediate warehouses constantly 
filled ta their utmost capacity and to safeguard freight 
while in transit. It was indeed a giant’s job to keep 
2,000,000 men supplied with those things necessary and 
to see that°there was no delay in their delivery. That 
Brest won is in no way whatever a disparagement of 
the efforts put forth by the men at Rouen and at Mar- 
seilles. Where all did their part so well there is surely 
“glory enough to go round.”

GretTysspurG NATIONAL Miitary Park CoMMISSION. 


The annuakreport of Chairman John P. Nicholson, of 
the Gettysburg National Park Commission, for the pe- 
riod ending June 30, 1918, and dated July 1, 1918, says 
that a camp of instruction for U.S. Regulars was estab- 
lished at Gettysburg in May, 1917, it purposely not being 
given any designation by the Government. The 4th In- 
fantry went into camp on June 2, 1917, followed bythe 
7th, 58th, 59th, 60th and 61st Infantry. “The troops 
were constantly drilling.” The first of these troops left 
for other camping grounds in October, 1917, and by No- 
vember all except a small detachment had gone. An en- 
campment was re-established on March 6, 1918, with 
Capt. Dwight D. Eisenhower in command. Reference is 
made to the large number of visitors to the battlefield 
each year. The report adds: “Before the advent of the 
automobile visitors were taken through the park in car- 
riages. As many as 100 teams were always on call. It 
would be difficult to have half a dozen livery teams now. 
The automolile has so completely taken up this work 
that it has materially checked the running of excursions. 
We see automobiles here by the hundreds, sometimes by 
the thousands, and from distant cities and states. The 
graduating classes from the Military Academy at West 
Point have been coming that way for many years, also 
the Marine Officers’ School and the War College from 
Washington.” The proposed dedication of the statues 
erected to Major Gens. Geary, Hays and Humphreys. 
for which $5,000 was appropriated by the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, was to have taken place in October, 1917, 
but was postponed to Oct. 3, 1918.

Sorprers’ Home, District or CoLumBraA. 


The annual report of Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, 
U.S.A., retired, president of the Board of Commfssioners 
of the Soldiers’ Home, District of Columbia, for the fis- 
eal year ending Jvee 80, 1918, and dated Sept. 17, 1918, 
has been submitted to the Seeretary of War, together 
with his report as governor of the institution for the 
same period, but dated July 1, 1918.. Accompanying the 
reports is that of Brig. Gen. W.-T. Wood, U.S.A., Act- 
ing Inspector General of the Army, which is dated Aug. 
29, 1918, his inspection having been made on the two 
preceding days. General Young’s reports, which are 
identical as to facts, show that there were 1,288 mem- 
bers on the roll of the home on June 30, 1918, as against 
1,408 on the same date of 1917. The total number of 
members admitted during ‘the year was 215. There were 


"153 deaths duriiig that perio?’ The average ‘monthly 


cost per man to the home was $45.91. ‘The total num-

$76,047. The report of Acting Inspector General Wood 
states that the affairs of the home are “well ed 
and reflect great credit on the officials in charge.” The 
recommendation is made that provision be made for 
training younger members of the home in vocational 
rehabilitation, along lines contemplated by the Federal!

PRIVATE ENTERPRISES ON MILITARY RESERVATION. 

It has come to the attention of Brig. Gen. John W. 
Heard, U.S.A., commanding the Hawaiian Department, 
that many private businesses, such as tailor shops, Jaun- 
dries, shoe-repair shops, etc., are being operated upon 
military reservations by officers and enlisted men of this 
department for their private gain. General Heard, 
under date of Dec. 5, in anv official bulletin to his com- 
mand, states that he looks with extreme disfavor on 
practices of this kind. He quote an extract from Spe- 
cial Regulations No. 59, War Dept., 1917, and also 
calls attention to the interpretation placed on Par- 270, 
A.R., by Par. IIL, Circular No. 34, War Dept., 1907, 
which states that this paragraph is to be construed as 
prohibiting the employment of non-commissioned offi- 
cers as company barbers or as agents for laundries, or 
in any positions of a similar charaeter. General Heard 
says in conclusion: “It has been found that officers and 
men who are interested in these enterprises devote too 
much time thereto to the prejudice of their military 
duties. In view of this fact it is deemed to the best 
interests of the Service that all such enterprises now in 
operation in this department cease, and it is. so ordered. 
While it is permissible for these businesses to be oper- 
ated as part of the company or similar unit administra- 
tion, all details prescribed in Special Regulations 59, 
War Dept., 1917, must be strictly complied with.” 





COMMISSION ON TRAINING CAMP ACTIVITIES CHANGES. 
Secretary of War Baker on Dec. 30 wrote to Raymond 
B. Fosdick, chairman of the Commission on Training 
Camp Activities saying that after Jan. 3, 1919, the com- 
misgion having been permitted at its own request to 
relinquish its executive functions, the executive duties 
of the commission would be taken over by Third Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Frederick P. Keppel. The com- 
mission will continue to act as a deliberative body to ad- 
vise Mr. Keppel. Many of its functions will be con- 
tinued during the period of demobilization and certain 
phases be incorporated into the permanent military estab- 
lishment. The Third Assistant Secretary of War has 
assigned Major Jason S. Joy, U.S.A., Major J.-H. Buell, 
U.S.A., and such other officers as may be necessary for 
this work to assume the executive duties of the com- 
mission. They will function under the direction of the 
Third Assistant Secretary, so far as t® War Depart- 
ment is concerned.

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USEFUL INFORMATION TO ENLISTED MEN, U.S.A. 

Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., in command of 
Camp Dix, N.J., has issued a folder of essential in- 
formation which is given to each enlisted man who re- 
ceives his honorable discharge. The issue of this folder 
is greatly beneficial to every man receiving it, and its 
issue was a most commendable piece of forethought and 
enterprise. The folder makes plain to the man, in sim- 
ple language, information regarding the following im- 
portant facts: (1) The value of the honorable dis- 
charge, and the necessity of taking care of it; (2) the 
necessity of soldierly behavior in uniform after discharge ; 
(3) where and how to return uniforms; (4) clothing 
for sale by quartermaster, and price of same; (5) rail- 
road and dining car rates; (6) what to do about non- 
payment of allotments; (7) facts about insurance; 
(8) information about getting a job; and (9) civilian 
duties. We commend this folder of useful information 
as a model to be issued at any other camps which may 
have need for it. The executive officer at Camp Dix is 
Col. George H. White, Inf., U.S.A., an officer of ripe 
experience and well known ability. 








TRAINING ScHooL FoR MACHINE GUNNERS. 

The Savage Arnis Corporation has published in book- 
let form an article which recently appeared in the New 
York Times on “Making Our Machine Gunners,” in 
which is told the interesting story of how young men 
are taught the construction and operation of the Lewis 
machine gun. In 1916 there were only 700 workmen in 
the country employed in the manufacture of this gun 
while in the present year there were 5,000 at work in 
the vast- plant of the Savage Corporation at Utica, 
which was soon to have a capacity of 100,000 Lewis 
guns per year. More than 2,000 young machine gun- 
ners have-been graduated from the Savage school, which 
is a government organization, being officially known as 
the U.S. Marine Corps Training School of Instruction. 
Similar schools were to be established at the various 
plants where the Browning, Marlin and other types of 
rapid fire guns were being manufactured. 


DISPOSITION OF DISBANDED ORGANIZATIONS’ PROPERTY. 

The War Department, under date of Dec. 30, ssued the 
following circular concerning the disposition of company 
property left by discharged organizations: “Property 
owned by organizations, such as pianos, phonographs, 
libraries, athletic goods, etc., may be disposed of by the 
organ*_ation before disbandment for the use and benefit 
of enlisted men in the Army. Should any money ac- 
crue from the sale of such articles it will be deposited 
and form a part of the company fund of the organiza- 
tion. Should any organization property remain undis- 
posed of after the organization has been disbanded it 
will be reported to the department commander, who will 
take steps to distribute same for the benefit of the en- 
listed men of the Army in the Service.”

GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
Auviliary Troops with 3d Army. 
In his weekly interview with the Washington corre- 
spondents on Dec. 28 Gen: Peyton ©. March, Chief of 
Staff, said : 


/ 
“I have heretofore announced the composition of the 


8d Army, the Army of Occupation along the German 
frontier, in terms of divisions, and during the past week 
we cabled General Pershing to send any other auxiliary 
troops which actually comprised part of that Army so 
that we might let the people of the country know where 
their relatives were. The following units, outside of 
divisions, are serving with the 3d Army:

“Major Gen. William C. Gorgas, U.S.A., retired, for 
especially meritorious and conspicuous+service as Sur- 
geon General of the Army in organizing and administer- 
ing the Medical Department during the war. 

Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, U.S.A., for especially 
meritorious and conspicuous service as Chief of Em- 
barkation in organizing and administering the Embarka- 
tion Service during the war. 

“Major Gen. Henry Jervey, U.S.A., for especially 
meritorious and conspicuous service as Director of Op- 
erations, General Staff, and as assistant to the Chief of 
Staff.in preparing and executing the plans involving the 
mobilization of personnel during the war.

“We have given out during the week the assignment 
of various units in France by General Pershing to: early 
convoys so they will not be repeated, but the sum_total is 
6,821 officers and 168,239 men, who are assigned to early 
convoys for return home. The number of men in the 
United States who have been ordered discharged, which 
I reported last week as amounting to 900,000, has now 
been increased to 937,000 by the introduction of some 
new units. This number, with the 168,239 selected by 
General Pershing, brings the number of men slated for 
discharge up to 1,005,239. The sum total of men who 
have actually been discharged in the United States up to 
date is 533,334. The number of officers who have been 
discharged up to Dec. 27 is 35,409.” 

General March also said: “The figures I have given 
for discharges are to date. The discharges for this week, 
the week ending the 28th, have not come in at all, ex- 
cept about 33,000, which came ih this morning, and I 
have added them to the number I already had. 533,000 
is practically up to last Saturday, so that when we get 
the report of this week we expect to have about the same 
proportion of increase tlat we had last week. I give 
the figures as they stand to-day.” 

Enlistment Bill No Bearing on New Army. 

Regarding the bill (H.R. 13548) to permit voluntary 
enlistments in the Army again, which was introduced in 
the House on Dec. 27 by Chairman Dent of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs at the request of Secre- 
tary Baker, the Chief of Staff said: “This bill was in- 
troduced because in the Selective Service Law a clause 
qroreies, then Se men would be raised for all armies by 

solely durimg the progress of the emergency, and

voluntary recruiting was stopped. Now-a great many 
men about to be arged wish to enlist, but under 
that phase of the law they cannot do this, and the bill 
simply removes this restriction and allows us to take 
those men if we want to, and it has no bearing on the 
raising of a future Army.” 

In response to specific questions, General March said 
no official information had reached the War Department 
that the French army had taken over a part of the 
American sector in occupied German terfitory. He said 
that the War Department had not sent orders to Camp 
Funston to withhold the demobilization of the 10th Divi- 
sion, aS was reported. He also said he was unable to 
give the total numbers of the Army of Occupation to 
date—American, French, British and Belgian. ‘The cas- 
ualties sustained by the 35th and 89th Divisions ‘up to 
Nov. 13, including additional men requested by the divi- 
sions, that is the actual number required to fill vacan- 
cies, was, for the 35th Division, 171 officers and 4,086 
men; for the 89th Division, 196 officers and 5,727 men. 

It was reported that Col. Thomas Robins, 22d Engrs., 
had been crdered to Nashville, Tenn., and it was under- 
stood that this detail was in relation to putting the 
powder plant at that place on a peace time basis. Gen- 
eral March replied to this report: “The fact of this or- 
der is that Colonel Robins is not going to Nashville, but 
he has been ordered to report to the Chief of Staff for 
duty in the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Section of the 
General Staff in this city, and that is where he is 
coming.”

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ANNUAL REPORT, NAVY SURGEON GENERAL. 

The annual report of Rear Admiral W. C. Braisted, 
Surgeon General, U.S.N., for the fiscal year 1918 is 
dated Oct. 1, but as is the case with the annual report 
of the Surgeon General of the Army the statistics cover 
the calendar year 1917, for the -most part. Admiral 
Braisted, at the outset of his report, states that “the 
policy during the past year has been to concentrate 
every effort on the immediate physical needs of ®ur 
personnel,” collateral lines of medical work having been 
put aside to the end of “keeping the well from getting 
sick and of helping the sick to get well.” 

Twelve hundred medical officers were added to the 


Medical Department of the Navy since the last annual 
report was issued, the result being a total of 3,000 in 
service when the present report was closed. Several 
naval base and twenty-five station hospital units have 
been organized; five of the former are on duty overseas 
and twelve of the latter on shore or at sea. Oversea 
activities have called for some 400 medieal officers for 
duty with base hospitals, the Marine brigade, aviation 
stations, naval bases and cruising vessels, other than 
those in the Transport Service. There are approxi- 
mately 1,600 medical officers in the Naval Reserve Force. 
During the past fiscal year the total number of nurses 
assigned to duty in the Navy Nurse Corps (Female) has 
been 1,128. Of this number eighty-three have been 
separated from the Service for various causes and two 
members of the Nurse Corps died of illness contracted in 
the line of duty. The Hospital Corps. numbered 14,718 
on July 1, 1918, its strength on July 1, 1916, having 
been 1,585. There are 273 chief pharmacists and phar- 
macists on the active list while before the war there 
were only twenty-three on the active list. 

Special investigations conducted during the year in- 
cluded aviation, gas defense, submarine ventilation, and 
psychiatric research, a special report having been made 
by each training camp or station on this last named sub- 
ject. Emergency hospital construction brought the 
total of 3,000 beds at the disposal of the naval hospital 
facilities before our entry into the war up to an aggre- 
gate bed capacity of 12,000. In addition the Depart- 
ment has sent overseas 190 portable buildings for hos- 
pital use and has completed hospital groups at several 
foreign stations. 


General Health Conditions. 


As to general health conditions in the Navy the re- 
port says: “In spite 6f the many circumstances tending 
to cause a high prevalence of disease.and a high death 
rate good health conditions have been maintained, all 
training camps and stations have been-enabled to con- 
tinue without interruption their important work of pro- 
viding man-power for the fleets, and there~has been prac- 
tically no interference with the movements of ships. 
The general admission rate for the entire Navy, for all 
causes—disease, injuries, and casualties—during the six 
months from Jan. 1 to June 30, 1918, is 716.50 per 
thousand per annum as compared with the average an- 
nual rate of 624.23 for the eight peace years, 1909 to 
1916, inclusive. This is a low rate for the first half 
of the year, containing as it does all the months which 
are bad from a health standpoint—January, February, 
March, and most of April. Sickness rates tend to be 
low in the Navy during the summer and fall and even 
through December. The indications are therefore, that 
the general admission rate for the entire Navy for the 
whole calendar year, 1918, will be lower than the aver- 
age for peace times. The admission rate for recruits in 
training for the half year period was 1,086.04 as against 
the average rate of 1,272.99 per thousand for appren- 
tice seamen during the eight years, 1909-1916, before the 
war. Since this class of personnel, characteristically 
showing a higher rate of sickness than all other classes 
except midshipmen, has given in these bad mon-hs a 
lowér rate than the average whole year rate before the 
war the prospects for a very low admission rate, for the 
force in training ashore, for the entire year, 1918, are 
very gratifying. 

“Of the four large training stations three are well 
below the average, namely: Great Lakes Training Sta- 
tion, with an admission rate of 961.58 per thousand; 
Newport Training Station, 970.58; the training station 
at Hampton Roads, 1,110.69 per thousand. The San 
Francisco Training Station ran above the average with 
an admission rate of 1,483.64 per thousand. The an- 
nual death rate for disease for the six-month period 
from Jan. 1, 1918, to June 30, 1918, was 5.9 per thou- 
sand as compared with 2.7 for the 10-year period, 1907 
to 1916. The rather high rate for these six months was 
due to the unfortunate and unavoidable combination of 
circumstances brought about by the rapid expansion of 
the Navy and the unusual weather conditions in the 
first quarter of the year, causing a death rate for dis- 
ease during that quarter of 8.9 per thousand. The death 
rate for the second quarter was low, 3.3, a figure 
closely approaching the average for peace times.” 


Needs of the Fleet. 





In spite of the fact that many vessels of the Atlantie 


Fleet housed and cared for a persennel as much as fifty 
per cent. more than normal, the general health condi- 
tions were good, being much better than in the Asiatic 


Fleet with which a comparison is made. The following 
procedures are considered to have largely contributed to 
the maintenance of health: The linoleum of decks after 
ordinary cleansing has been mopped with a saponaceous 
solution of cresol. Sanitary scuttle butts have been fre- 
quently disinfected with blow torches. ‘The delivery 
tubes have also been given a slight angle of inclination, 
which prevents a vertical delivery. Spitkids contain a 
solution of formaldehyde. Hammocks and cots have 
been so arranged that feet and heads of occupants are 
opposite, when abreast. Frequent exposure of ham- 
mocks and bedding to sun. “Setting up” drill has been 
practiced every morning unless absolutely prohibited by 
weather conditions. Keeping the crew on d when- 
ever possible, In this connection the production of moy- 
ing pictures deserves special mention. ‘The report lays 
stress on the lack of improvement of the heating and 
ventilating system of our ships even after seven years’ 
use. 

Among the reports from the various ships of the At- 
lantic Fleet there is criticism of the system of ventila- 
tion on the U.S.S. Mississippi and praise for its new 
feature, the crew's recepton and reading room, which has 
accommodations for eighty men and “is very conducive 
to happiness and good fellowship.” It is ‘especially 
recommended that some man necessary for the operation 
of a submarine (cook or gunner’s mate, etc.), be sent 
away for a course of intensive training in first aid and 
be then assigned to that additional duty on a submarine. 
In addition to such hospital ships as the U.S.S. Solace, 
Comfort and Mercy the report says: “There remains un- 
filled at present a real need for a few small ambulance 
vessels suitable for cruising in the harbor of New York 
or the lower waters of Chesapeake Bay to visit patrol 
boats, removing from them sick or injured men and 
taking them to hospital, or renewing their medical 
stores and furnishing transportation to a doctor to in- 
spect or treat the personnel. Small vessels of this type 


would enable a medical officer to board ships of the . 


Naval Overseas Transportation Service on their coming 
to anchor and to remove with dispatch patients needing 
hospital care.” 

Another suggestion in the report, and which is credited 
to the U.S.S. San Diego, ‘is to the effect that much sav- 
ing could be effected, both for the Government and for 
the individual members of the numerous officers’ messes 
aboard ship, if these were consolidated under a single 
commissary management. Under the present system the 
Government pays for a cabin-steward, a wardroom stew- 
ard, a junior officers’ steward, and a warrant officers’ 
steward on all of the larger ships. These men go ashore 
separately and make individual purchases for their re- 
spective messes, which vary in number from one (the 
captain’s mess) to twenty or more officers, as in the 
case of the wardroom mess. Better prices and better 
supplies could be obtained and the work of bringing 
their purchases off to the ship could be reduced if one 
man did the buying for all. By giving him the pay of 
a warrant officer a good man could be secured for the 
position of officers’ commissary steward, and the ex- 
pense to the Government would still be less than under 
the present system.” 

The Hospital Service in Europe. 

The Navy hospital service in Europe included two 
500-bed hospitals in Brest; one 600-bed hospital each 
at Strathpeffer and Leith, Scotland; and one 300-bed 
hospital at Queenstown, Ireland. A naval hospital of 
seventy beds is in operation in London, under the Fa 
eral surveillance of Comdr. E. Thompson, M.C., U.S.N., 
the bureau’s representative at the American Embassy. 
Minor establishments with less elaborate facilities are 
available for the care of our sick at Plymouth (twenty- 
five beds), Cardiff (100 beds), Killingholme (seventy- 
five beds), Eastleigh (fifty beds), Gibraltar (fifty beds), 
Lorient (seventy-five beds), Paulliac ( beds), Genoa 
(100 beds), Corfu (100 beds). To this should be added 
the available quarters*for fifteen sick at each of twenty 
naval air stations, and suitable provisions for 100 sick 
in connection with the Northern Bombing Station. There 
are ashore and abroad, directly connected with the war 
service, 280 medical officers, forty-two dental surgeons, 
and 1,000 members of the Hospital Corps. Serving with 
the Marines at the front are forty-seven medical officers 
and seven dental officers assisted by a suitable number 
of Hospital Corpsmen.

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COMMISSIONER OF NAVIGATION. 


The annual report of Eugene Tyler Chamberlain, 
Commissioner of Navigation, for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1918, and dated Oct. 1, to Secretary of Com- 
merce Redfield, shows that the total increase in Ameri- 
can shipping during the fiscal year was 1,053,814 gross 
tons, more than double that of any previous year in our 
history, and a trifle over the total increases for the 
first three years of the war combined. “The magnitude 
of the national effort to win the war may perhaps be 
measured by the fact that Congress, in the Urgent De- 
ficiency Act of Oct. 6, 1917, authorized merchant ship- 
building to the extent of $1,234,000,000,” the report 
states, adding that “in 1914 the authorized value of the 
entire British mercantile marine was somewhat less 
than $1,000,000,000, estimated from the reports of 117 
steamship companies owning over seventy per cent. of 
British tonnage.” , ge : 

The report continues: “Shipbui'ding in the United 
States was at its lowest stage in seventeen years when 
the European war began, our output for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1915, amounting to only 225,122 gross 
tons, but under the impetus of Kurgpean demand for 
ships to carry supplies for the Allied armies, intensified 
later by submarine losses and followed by extensive 
British, French and Norwegian, as well as our own 
orders for new ships, the output of our yards stea 
increased and new yards began to be established. iti 
later the resources of the Treasury of the United States, 
virtually without bounds, except those fixed by the phys- 
ical limitations upon shipbuilding, were devoted to the 
industry.” : * 

The report contains the following allusions: “Up to 
Oct. 1 the Hog Island shipbuilding plant, with its fifty 
ways, had not finished any of the ships in various stages 
of construction, and its output, accordingly, bad not be- 
gun to appear in the tables here given, which are now 
published monthly.” nee 

An analysis of the year’s shipbuilding construction 
shows that the fiscal year has been a period of transi- 
tion from the construction of ships for private account 
by private industry to the construction of ships, to be 
paid for from the Treasury of the United States, Uy 
the shipbuilding industry directed in- most of its activi-

world war is coming to a close 
feverish rush from one policy to another has 
trated the urgent need of placing the Coast Ar- 
tillery on a new foating, it is suggested that those in 
authority take definite action before it is too late. Once 
we drift back into our pre-war status it will be difficult 
to revive the opportunity now existing for the Coast 
Artillery to get back into the folds of the Army, a po- 
sition she has not occupied since, apparently for limited 
reasons, she has been set upon a pedestal of mystery 
and technique and delared to be so different from other 
arms and branches of the Service that she must exist as 
a select and independent service. ; 
Though it has long been realized that the Coast Artil- 
lery is a hybrid of many accomplishments, it was hardly 
believed that in the beginning of the war our highly 
technical training would be cast aside for a try in the 
realm of the doughboy, when Artillerymen were so 
badiy needed. This was the case, however, and several 
so-called provisional regiments of Infantry made up of 
perfectly good Artillerymen were shipped abroad. Sut 
policy changed overnight and there followed a rush to 
complete a few real Coast Artillery regiments. This 
was a good start, but shortly afterwards, for some un- 
explained reason, there was a slump in the market for 
our brand of. Artillery. Last but not least, promotion 
was forgotten while other arms of the Service continued 
to walk the gangplank at the rate of 300,000 a month. 
Then about four months before the close of the war 
somebody discovered the “Art” in Artillery and rush 
orders were issued to fill an oversea program out of all 
proportions to the producing facilities; a program that 
should have been in effect in the beginning and we would 
have kept pace with the boys of other arms. The Coast 
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Artillery did its best, however. Many and unusual 
things were accomplished. The coast defenses were 
stripped, ceased to exist as such. The Coast Artillery 
became something else. Some call it the “Heavy Artil- 


and we now understand it is to go down in record 
as the “Big Gun Corps,’ I don't believe there is any 
objection to getting away from our ideas about what 
the Coast Artillery used to be. Our place in the after- 
the-war Army will depend largely upon how prompt 
eteps are taken to mix with the whole.

comparison of the first two items is convincing of some- 
thing that needs no expianation. Its correction is’ vital 
to: the future of the Coast Artillery. 

In our year and a half of war a few things have been 
demonstrated and, without suggesting details, I offer the 
following points for consideration in our plans for the 
future: The Coast Artillery can produce the goods when 
it comes to heavy artillerymen. It is primarily, tech- 
nically and by training, first and last, Artillery and not 
Infantry. ‘There is no need for the Artillery to shoulder 
the functions of the Infantry. Except for disciplinary 
purposes, Infantry training for Artillerymen should 
erase. 

There should be one Artillery arm of the Service, and 
not branches such as the Field and Coast have been. 
There should be one Chief of Artillery and, for tactical 
purposes, he should have an assistant for each of the 
two branches (heavy and light) with the necessary staff. 


The Artillery arm should be divided into heavy and 
light Artillery, both mobile. The proper division as re- 
gards caliber and type to be decided as a matter of 


policy. For a beginning and as long as the Coast Ar- 
tillery is tied down to fixed armament all guns of six- 
inch caliber and above, including the motorized Arti)- 
lery now handled by the Coast, should be classed as 
“heavy.” 

The present idea fixed armament 
away with. Six-inch guns and above now in 
fenses should be motorized or adapted to rail carriages. 
The development of railway artillery gives a valuable 
clue to the solution of our coast defense problem. We 
have no need for our present fixed secondary armament: 
that is, below six-inch caliber. . They should be 
scrapped or utilized for training purposes only. Like- 
wise the existing fire control installations in coast de- 
fenses shonld be pulled out and such thereof as can be 
used adapted to the mobile artillery. We have new

and modern ideas about fire control that will be more 
suitable for our purposes as heavy mobile artillery. In 
general, the plan should be to release the Coast Artillery 
from the bonds of fixed armament. 

Under the all-mobile Artillery scheme there is no 
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need for Coast Artillery district headquarters. We have 
learned during this war that the “intermediates” have 
largely assumed the status of an unnecessary evil. With 
mobile Artillery the matter resolves itself into a scheme 
of Artillery “centers capable of being handled direct 
and with rapidity. Had the Coast Artillery been on the 
mobHe basis before the war the “Big Gun Corps” would 
have been on the job from the very start. 

The officers of the Field and Coast Artillery should 
be placed on one list for promotion and in order of 
length _of commi issioned service. ‘The interchange of offi- 
cers of the two branches sh ruld present no difficulty. 

Sul aarine mining is properly a function of the Navy. 

All equi; ment and vessels connected therewith should 
be pls 1c ed in the hands of that department. If this can- 
not be done, the mine service should be reorganized into 





a separate branch, perhaps as a function of the Coast 
Guard. The mine service ecertainly has no place in the 
Artill ry. We can’t do all things in spite of what we 
are crach _ up to be, but we can do artillery, so let us 
be artille and nothing else.

THE GOLD AND SILVER CHEVRONS. 
Length-of-Service Chevrrons Proposed, 

To tHe Eprtor or THE ARMY AND NAVY JOUKNAL: 
It would seem that the present general distribution 
gold, blue and silver chevrons for*service is in fact 
wering their value in the eyes of the Army as a whole. 
If service chevrons are to be issued they .should be 


sued only to those men who have actually been under 
fire or else the service chevrons should be issued to all. 
“honsands of officers and men went to France who never 
fired a shot against the Hun or were never in a place to 
receive any. Why should such men wear gold and blue 
chevrons any more than men in the United States who 
were working at the same duties with as much energy 
and devotion to their work? If it was definitely known 
that a gold chevron on the left sleeve meant the man had 
actually been in the fight his decoration would be a full 
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mark of honor. In the Navy the more general distribu- 
tion of gold cheyrons has given them less value than 
they have in the Army. 

Any officer or m I think, would be proud to wear 


chevrons showing his Jength of service in the Army, but 
this should be separate from chevrons presumably given 
for service involving great danger or risk. At present 
there is nothing to show an officer’s total length of ser- 
vice corresponding to the re-emtistment stripes on dress 
uniforms of an enlisted man. For length of service have 
the same chevrons for all and have these include their 
previous service in the Regular Army or for other 
wars in which, men not in the Regular Army actually 
served. CIEVRONS. 
The Order of Cheiron. 

To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Apparently those of us who tried to get across and 
didn’t succeed are to be .compelled (not merely permit- 
ted) to wear the “bar sinister,” which signifies to all 
civilians that we enlisted in a non-combatant branch of 
the Service, in order to escape the draft.

This war is different from any other the United States 
has ever engaged in, because at the outset of the war 
many of its trained soldiers were taken away from their 
organizations and used to instruct and organize the 
National Army.

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AMERICAN TROOPS COMING HOME. 
United States Warships in Transport Service. 


Fourteen United States battleships and ten cruisers 
have been refitted to make them suitable for temporary 
troop transport work, and a number of them are already 
so engaged. The battleships assigned are among the older 
vessels on the Navy list, and in order that they may bring 
as many troops as possible are sailing with much less 
than their regular complements. 
soon to be engaged in this service are as follows: 

Virginia, Rhode Island, ~Georgia, Louisiana, Kansas 
and New Hampshire, already in service; Ohio, being 
fitted out at navy yard, Philadelphia; New Jersey, Ne- 
braska and Connecticut, Hampton Roads; Minnesota 
and Vermont, navy yard, Philadelphia; Michigan, navy 
yard, Norfolk; South Carolina, York River, Va. 

The cruisers assigned are the North Carolina, Mon- 
tana, Huntington, Pueblo, St. Louis, Rochester and South 
Dakota, already in service; Seattle, at Brest ; Charleston, 
at Portsmouth, and Frederick, at navy yard, Norfolk. In 
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addition to these, between 30,000 and 40,000 American ~ 


troops are to be brought home from France in British 
transports in January, according to a statement made in 
New York by T. Ashley Sparks, Director General of the 
British Ministry of Shipping, following the receipt of a 
cablegram from the Shipping Controller in London. Mr. 
Sparks added that because of the demands on the British 
transport service for ships to take colonial troops home 
it was impossible to estimate at this time how many 
American soldiers could be brought home in British ships 
in future months. 
Arrivals. 

The General Gorgas, which sailed Dec. 13 with four- 
teen Field Art. officers, seven enlisted men, one civilian 
and a cargo of high explosives, arrived at New York 
Dec. 27 and, because of dangerous character of her 
cargo, anchored in Gravesend Bay. The passengers 
were taken off by a Navy tug. 

Mauretania arrived at New York Dec. 30. She 
brought 206 officers, of which ninety-four are sick or 
wounded ; three belong to the Navy; 3,695 enlisted men, 
of which 261 are sick or wounded; casual officers: Gen- 
eral officer, 1; Gen. Staff, 7; Inf.,.11; Art., 4; Coast 
Art., 1; Engrs., 2; Cav., 1; Medical, 2; Q.M.C., 4;

NEGLIGENCE IN COURTESY AND Dress, 

In an official memorandum issued by Major Gen De 
Rosey ©. Cabell, U.S.A., Commander of the Southern 
Department, and dated Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Dec. 
12, 1918, attention is called to the lack of military cour- 
tesy and the negligence of -regulations regarding 
wearing of uniforms shown by men in the department, 
pacticularly by those who have received honorable dis- 
charges and who, by order of the War Department, are 
permitted to wear their uniforms after leaving the Ser- 
vice. In the. memorandum, which is-addressed to “all 
organization commanders, all bulletin boards, the daily 
Sulletin and the Target,’ General Cabell expresses the 
hope that “discharged soldiers will appreciate that 
siouchiness of dress and laxity in military courtesy while 
still in uniform not only reflects discredit on the indi- 
vidual and the organization of which he was formerly a 
member, but upon the whole military establishment.” He 
adds: “Complaints are reaching these headquarters re- 
garding lack of military courtesy, negligence, regarding 
uniform regulation such as wearing Red Cross sweaters 
outside, overcoats unbuttoned, ete. All this is no doubt 
due to thoughtlessness on the part of individuals. While 
it may not be obligatory upon soldiers after discharge to 
salute officers, yet as long as the soldier is wearing the 
uniform of his country, furnished him by his, Govern- 
ment, it should be a matter of pride for him to do so.” 


Liperty THEATER AT Camp HUMPHREYS. 

An investigation is being made by the War Depart- 
ment into alleged financial irregularities in conducting 
the Liberty Theater at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va. The 
investigation, it is understood, was brought about by the 
energy of a lieutenant of Engineers, who, learning of 
the alleged irregularities, at once took prompt measures 
to secure evidence. The lieutenant, in his endeavors to 
obtain convincing evidence, according to unofficial report, 
was very much hampered at the camp by two oflicers 
whose names are specifically mentioned in a statement 
to the War Department. The charges made allege, among 
other things, that tickets were taken from the ticket box 
at the theater and resold. The lieutenant making the 
original investigation, in addition to securing other evi- 
dence, had the ticket box seized at a time he deemed op- 
portune and the lock and the ticket slot in the box were 
sealed in the presence of witnesses, the box placed in 
charge of the Military Police for safe keeping. Allega- 
tion is_made that by the authority, of a major at the 
camp a civilian official of the theater was permitted to 
take the box from the custody of the Military Police, 
open it and burn all the tickets therein. 
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Orricers AND Men Betna Rapipry Discuarcep. 

At the weekly conference of the War Department and 
the House Committee on Military Affairs, held on Dec. 
27, the department announced that 68,090 American 
soldiers have been returned from overseas by Dec. 21, 
while slightly more than 500,000 in this country have 
been mustered out of the Service. Officers are being 
discharged rapidly, Chairman Dent said, 32,000 having 
been released since the armistice was signed. The larg- 
est number was in the Chemical Service and the fewest 
in the Medical Section. Troop movements from abroad 
on ships now controlled by the United States are limited 
to 160,000 men a month, but the department hopes to 
increase this to 200,000 or 300,000. War Department 
officials also told members of the committee that an in- 
vestigation by the British of 42,000 German prisoners 
captured in October in northern France and Belgium 
revealed that their ages ranged from eighteen to sixty- 
nine years. Thirty per cent. were nineteen to twenty. 
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Wocnpep MEN IN New. York. 

A pathetic reminder that we have been engaged in the 
great war is Debarkation Hospital No. 3, in the busy 
shopping district on Sixth avenue, between i8th and 
19th streets, New York city. In this large building 
groups of less seriously wounded men are allowed to sit 
comfortably at every window in the large building, both 
on the avenue and in the side streets. The men look 
longingly at the passing throngs of people, many per- 
haps in the hope that they may see some relative or 
friend. Numerous passers-by greet the wounded men by 
waving hands, the men returning the salutation. Rela- 
tives are allowed in the hospital at certain stated times. 
One. reassuring fact that strikes those who pass the hos- 
pital is that the men inside are given the best possible 
eare, and everything possible is being done for them 
that medical science and kindly attention for their com- 
fort can do. ‘The wounded men at the windows look‘ 
happy despite their wounds. 
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U.S. Troops 1N Russta WELL OUTFITTED. 

In response to charges made by Senator Townsend 
of Michigan on Dec. 30 that the American troops at 
Archangel were improperly clothed, improperly cared 
for and in danger of annihilation, Secretary Baker said 
on Dec. 31: “The troops in Archangel were fitted out 
with extreme care, and while I was in London General 
Biddle went over with me the details of their fitting out, 
and assured me that with the assistance of the British 
government they had every attention paid to their fitting 
out, and that carefully selected medical personnel ac- 
companied them. The expedition was as complete in 
every way as human ingenuity could make it when it 
left for Archangel. I have not had a special report as 
to unusual severity of influenza there, but as influenza 
was present practically everywhere in the world it was’ 
probably, present there.” 
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Wreck or TRANSPORT TEN ADORES, 

The U.S. transport Tenadores, which stranded on 
rocks in the Bay of Biscay Dec. 28, is considered a total 
loss, according to reports reaching shipping circles at 
London. The passengers and crew have been Janded. 
The Tenadores left New York for Brest on Dec. 18 and, 
in addition to her’ crew, had on board six officers and 
sixty-one men of the Italian army. The Tenadores 
stranded on the Isle d’Yeau, ten miles from the Freuch

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: RECENT DEATHS, . 

Brig. Gen. Chambers McKibbin, U.S.A, retired, a well- 
known and distinguished officer of the old Army, died in 
Washington, D.C., Dec. 30, 1918.. He was a veteran of 
the Civil War, Indian campaigns, Spanish War and the 
Philippine Insurrection. General McKibbin was born in 
Pennsylvania Noy. 2, 1841, and his entry in the Regular 
Army forms an interesting story. He was sutler for the 
14th Infantry in 1862, and during the battle at Gaines’s 
Mills he burned his stores and fought in the ranks of the 
regiment. He was severely wounded and was recom- 
mended™by the officers of the regiment on the field for 
appointment in the Army as second lieutenant. He en- 
listed at the suggestion of Secretary of War Stanton in 
the general Service Sept. 22, 1862, and was honorably 
discharged and commissioned a second lieutenant of the 
14th Infantry the same day for his gallant conduct: 
General McKibbin received the brevet of captain for his 
gallant conduct in the battle of North Anna River and 
during the operations on the Weldon Railroad. Promo- 
tions and assignments took him to the 32d, 35th, 15th, 
25th, 21st, 12th and 24th Regiments of Infantry. In 
July, 1898, he was appoirited a brigadier general of Vol- 
unteers. In April, 1899, he was promoted colonel of the 
12th Infantry, and in August, 1901, he was transferred 
to the 24th Infantry. He was appointed a brigadier 
general in the Regular Army Oct. 2, 1902, and was re- 
tired Oct. 3, 1902, at his own request, after forty years 
service. General McKibbin served with his regiment, 
the 14th, during the Civil War in the campaigns of the 
Army of the Potomac, except Gettysburg, being wounded 
at the battle of Chancellorsville, Va. He was in the 
battle of Weldon railroad, where he. was severely 
wounded in August, 1864. 

Rear Admiral A. V. Zane, U.S.N., retired, died at 
his residence in Washington, D.C., Jan. 2, 1919. He 
was born in Pennsylvania Aug. 14, 1850, and was ap- 
pointed a cadet engineer at the U.S. Naval Academy 
Oct. 1, 1871, and was graduated in 1874. He reached 
the grade of chief engineer in 1895, and his rank was 
changed on March 3, 1899, to lieutenant commander. 
He reached the grade of rear admiral Sept. 11, 1911, 
and was placed on the retired list Aug. 14, 1912, on at- 
taining the age of sixty-two years. Admiral Zane had 
performed a sea service of sixteen years and three 
montbs. . 

Col. William E. Purviance, U.S.A., retired, was found 
in a dying condition at his home, 742 South Kingsley 
drive, Los Angeles, Cal., Wednesday night, Dec. 25, 
1918, with the gas turned on a tube extending to 
a funnel which covered his face. He was rushed to the 
receiving hospital, dying, however, on the way. Colonel 
Purviance is reported to have been suffering from a ner- 
vous breakdown for the last six months and has shown 
signs of mental derangement. He was born in Lebanon, 
Ind., April 3, 1865. He graduated from Jefferson Med- 
ical College, Philadelphia, in 1889,~ and entered the 
United States Army March 9, 1892, as an assistant sur- 
geon. He was commissioned captain in 1897 and major 
in 1904. He was retired with the rank of lieutenant col- 
onel on Aug. 6, 1912, for disability in the line of duty. 
At that time he went to Los Angeles to make his home, 
and applied to the War Department. for assignment to 
active duty, being detailed to the recruiting station in 
that city. He was later placed in charge of recruiting 
work in southern California and Arizona. He was an 
active member of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Sur- 
viving him are his wife, four sons, Capt. C. E. Purvi- 
ance and Lieut. B. 8. Purviance, U.S.A., Cadet William 
BE. Purviance, jr., now at West Point, and David Pur- 
viance; also a brother, E. D. Purviance, M.D., living at 
Santa Monica, Cal. ; 

Major Count Renzo Brusati, member of the Italian 
Military Mission to the United States, who married in 
1917 Miss Sylva Page, of New York city, died Dec. 29, 
1918, in New York city, of pneumonia, following influ- 
enza, in his apartment at the Stratford House, 11 East 
Thirty-second street. Major Brusati was in his thirty- 
fifth year, was a son of Lieut. Gen. Roberto Brusati, and 
a grandson of Mrs. Dudley M. Ferguson, of New York, 
as well as a cousin of Mrs. Grenvilla T. Emmett. His 
mother was Miss Grace Ferguson. 

Capt. Edward Ingersoll, U.S.A., until recently execu- 

tive officer of the Aeronautical Information Branch, Divi- 
sion of Military Aeronautics, in Washington, and who re- 
signed his commission on Dec. 20, died from pneumonia 
at his home in Pennlyn, Pa., on Dec. 26, 1918. He leaves 
a wife and four children. Captain Ingersoll was a 
banker in Philadelphia when he entered the United 
States Army. 
. Capt. Edward Lansing Satterlee, who died of typhoid 
fever in France Dec. 4, 1918, following an attack of in- 
fluenza, was a son of the late Edward Roscoe Satterlee 
and a nephew of Mr. Herbert L. Satterlee. Captain 
Satterlee was graduated from Columbia University in 
1900. He attended Plattsburg in 1917 and received his 
commission as lieutenant in November that year. He 
sailed for France January, 1918.

He was promoted to a majority and as- 
signed to the 20th Infantry. In July, 1917, he received 
two promotions on the same day, lieutenant colonel and 
colonel. At this time he organized and commanded the 
43d Infantry at Fort Douglas, Utah. Later Colonel 
Simonds was given the task of organizing the important 
guard duty over water fronts and arsenals of New Or- 
leans. He was_ordered to command of the 50th In- 
fantry, then at Curtis Bay, Baltimore.

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SILVER CHEVRON IS MANDATORY. 


The silver chevron designated to be worn by officers 
and men of the U.S. Army to denote service in the United 
States during the war and against which there has been 
a country-wide protest is mandatory. This is disclosed 
in an order dated Dec. 30, 1918, issued by the War De- 
partment. On Dec. 27 Secretary of War Baker, in an 
interview in connection with the general subject of war 
ehevrons, said: “Ten years from now the Army of the 
United States will consist of two classes, those who 
served in this war and those who did not. Men who have 
nothing on their sleeves will be those who joined the 
Service after the armistice, and men who were in ser- 
vice during the war, either abroad or at home, will wear 
the eppropriate chevron. It will designate those who 
were in the forces during the war from those who were 
not.” At the time this was taken as a forecast of an 
order. The order came three days later, as follows: 

G.O. 148, Dee. 30, 1918, War Dept., Washington. 

Subpar. (c), Par. 1, G.O. 6, War Dept., 1918, as amended 
by Sec. IV, G.O. 53, War D., 1918, and by Sec. II, G.O. 122, 
War Dept., 1918, is further amended by adding the following: 

The gold, blue and silver war-service chevrons are a part 
of the uniform and will be worn by all concerned as prescribed 
in Par. 74%, Special Regulations 41.

TRANSPORT NORTHERN PACIFIC STRANDED. 








While making her way to the port of New York 
a heavy fog, rain and mist the U.S. transport Northern 
Pacific, Comdr. Louis J. Connelly, U.S.N., carrying so!- 
diers, sailors and nurses, among whom were some 1,744 
sick and wounded, ran hard and fast aground on the dan- 
gerous shoals of Fire Island at 3.30 a.m. on Jan. 1. A 
heavy gale was blowing and the big seas pounding the 
steamer sent her broadside on the shoal to within about 
250 yards off shore. At first it was feared that the 
heavy waves would break the steamer in two, but a shift 
of the wind placed her out of all danger of being broken 
up. All aboard can be safely taken off as soon as the 
seas subside, and 625 women and soldiers were taken 
ashore from the steamer up to nightfall of Jan. 2, in 
the breeches buoy, life boats and also in a life. boat 
rigged as a trolley on the line of the breeches buoy. 
There were several capsizes in the rough sea, which in- 
cluded the upsetting of a launch from the U.S.S. Colum- 
bia, but all the persons thrown into the sea were saved. 
Every woman on board the steamer is safel¥ ashore, and 
other passengers were being landed as rapidly as possible. 
The various units reported aboard the ship were: Fifth 
American Base Cemetery Sector, 17 officers, 470 men; 
8th Trench Mortar Battery, 5 officers, 155 men; eight 
civilians, two naval casuals. Patients—Bedridden, 269 
enlisted men; not requiring special attention, 73 officers, 
1,402 men. 

In answer to distress rockets and wireless messages 
for help life savers from the Coast Guard were at once 
on the shore opposite the wreck to render all possible aid. 
A reseue fleet quickly arrived led by the U.S.S. Colum- 
bia, flagship of Vice Admiral Albert Gleaves, and in- 
cluding the U.S.S. Des Moines, the transport Mallory, 
hospital ship Solace, destroyers Dent, Gamble, Chamber- 
lain, Upshur, Ringgold, Lamberton, Calhoun, Rathbone 
and Adelphia, and the tugboats Calumet, Ripple, Spray 
and Foam, standing by ready to aid at the first oppor- 
tunity. Attempts to shoot a line from shore in order 
to rig a breeches buoy proved unavailing, and it was 
not until a volunteer crew of life savers managed to 
get out to the ship with a 300-foot line that the breeches 
buoy could be rigged. ‘This was ten hours after she had 
grounded. Two destroyers also shot lines over the ves- 
sel. The life savers performed a fine piece of werk in 
the terrific seas. All the officers of the Army and Navy 
at New York who had authority to render aid did so 
with the greatest promptness and efficiency. tear Ad- 
niral N. R. Usher, U.S.N., ordered Navy ships to the 


wreck. Major Gen. David C. Shanks, in command at 
Hoboken, NJ., started a relief party commanded by 


Cols. H. R. Valentine, Med. Corps, and H. 8. Kerrick, 
Coast Art., and including Lieut. Col. A. A. Pierce, 
Major Remington, surgeons, nurses and hospital men 
aboard the hospital ship Shinnecock. ‘They crossed to 
Long Island City and a special train tgek them to Bay- 
shore. They took blankets enough for every man on 
board the big ship, food for 5,000 persons from the Red 
Cross and every possible equipment. A guard of 180 
men was detailed from Camp Mills to assist in resene 
work, with an order signed by Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder permitting them to open all of the clos®d 
hotels along Fire Island Beach or any other property 
available in the work of reseue or aid. 

Among those who made daring rescues of persons in 
the water from a capsized boat was Lieut. John P. Rou- 
lett, Air Service, U.S.A., who in his Army uniform 
sprang through the combers and brought safely to shore 
two men. 

The Northern Pacific is one of the finest transports in 
the American service, built in Philadelphia and commis- 
sioned in 1914. She is of 8,215 toms gross register, and 
has a speed of twenty-three knots. She was one of the 
first vessels taken over by the United States Govern- 
ment for war purposes. 
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CHRISTMAS AND THE NEW YEAR. 
Baker and Pershing Eachange Christmas Greetings. 


The War Department on Dec. 284made public the fol- 
lewing correspondence. ‘The first cablegram was sent 
to Gen. John J. Pershing by Secretary of War Baker: 
“Please accept for yourself sso and for the effi- 
cers and men of your command, my best wishes for a 
Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year. You and 
they have co-operated to make a happy Chistmas possi- 
ble for all the people at home and for countless millions 
in other lands. With the rising of to-morrow’s sun the 
heart of America will sing in thanksgiving, gratitude 
and pride, and our loving remembrance will center 
around the American Expeditionary Force. its com- 
mander, its men and their exploits.” General Pershing’s 
reply was as follows: “Please accept from mysc!f and 
the officers and men of the American Expeditionary 
Foree our cordial Christmas greetings and best wishes 
for the coming year.” 

New Year's Greeting to the Army. 

The Wer Department authorized on Dec. 31 yublica- 
tion of the following greeting which was read on 
New Year’s Day at all Army posts to those in the uni- 
form of the U.S. Army, from Newton D. Baker, Secre- 
tary of War: 

To you who have fulfilled the promise of the nation over- 
seas, and you who stood ready in reserve at home, I send 
greeting for the New Year. The year of 1918 has shown 
what America can do; 1919 will show what America is. * 
Your part in the great accomplishment has been a vital one. 
The part you will bear in the days to come will be no less 
important for our eountry. 

The process of demobilization is moving swiftly, in order 
and according to plan. Clearly everything cannot be done at 
once, and patience will be needed. Each step must follow the 
step before, and some units will go quickly while others ma: 
be held a little longer for reasons that are very real thou 
sometimes not apparent the surface. As America 8 
her power felt more quickl¥ than the foe thought possible, so 
she will returm that power to the pursuits of peace with all 
due speed. As you have shared in the pride of the first- ac- 
complishment, so must your patience aid in the present adjust- 
ment to new conditions. 

The privilege of having stood in the ranks of the Army 
of victorious democracy will be your pride through the years 
to come. If fortune has decreed that only weeks or months 
remain for you to stand in those ranks, instead of bloody 
years as our Allies have done, then bear yourselves through 
the remaining days in a way to increase that pride. ? 

The best wishes of the country, for 1919 and all the coming 
years, are yours,’ To these add my own heartiest good 
wishes and the confidence that in the future as ex-soldiers, 
as you have done in the past as soldiers, you will continue 
to reflect the highest honor on our country. 

Seeretary of War Baker issued a further ‘New 
Year’s greeting to the officers and men of the Army on 
Jan. 1: “On this first day of a new and inviting year 
I am happy to send by these means holiday greetings to 
the officers and men of thé U.S. Army. We look for- 
ward to a realization of the objects of victory, the fine 
purpowes of peaceful pursuits and reconstructian along 
lines more stable than civilization has ever known. As 
rapidly as possible the men who have served in the 
great military enterprise are now returning to civil life, 
the vast majority of them better equipped physically 
than they were one or two years ago, and all, I firmly 
believe, spiritually better by token of a consciousness 
of duty nobly done. Every citizen who thinks of the in- 
caleulable service that the uniformed forces of the na- 
tion have accomplished will join with me in a sincere 
wish that our land will -yield to them prosperity and 
plentifulness, opportunity abounding, with new sources 
of happiness and contentment. ~ The future of the United 
States will very largely be determined by the young men 
who have constituted the fighting forces in this war. 
have had exceptional opportunity to know them and 
they have confirmed in a very large way my estimate of 
their courage, ability and high purposes, and on that 
knowledge I foresee a marvelous national development.”

NOTES OF OUR FORCES ABROAD. 
Chaplains’ School of the A.B.F. 

Additional facts have been received from overseas 
concerning the U.S. Army School for Chaplains at the 
Chateaux d’Aix, Louplande (Sarthe), France, in’ the 
area of which Le Mans is the chief city, headquarters of 
the 83d Division, N.A., American Expeditionary Force, 
and reference to which appeared in the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL of Nov. 30. The school is in charge of Major 
John A. Randolph, chaplain, U.S.A., assisted by Capt. 
Allyne C. Howell, U.S.A., senior chaplain of the divi- 
sion. The duties of the commandant include the giving 
of instruction in regard to equipment, military customs 
and etiquette, the organization of the chaplains’ corps, 
front line service for chaplains, co-operation of chap- 
lains and Y.M.C.A., Red Cross, Salvation’ Army and 
Jewish Welfare Board representatives; esprit de corps. 
The assistant commandant has charge in the absence 
of the commandant. He gives instruction in the identi- 
fication and burial of the dead, general orders and_bul- 
letins which affect chaplains, co-operation of chaplains 
and Knights of Columbus. He has charge of the mess, 
makes daily inspections of kitchens and buildings in 
his charge and has control of the bringing of supplies 
and baggage from the city to the camp. The adjutant 
has charge of all the paper work and the giving of in- 
struction in calisthenics,- gas defense and map reading. 
He has charge of the official correspondence. The total 
number of hours of instruction in the ten days’ course 
is sixty-five. . 





General Pershing Honored. 


In presenting the Distinguished Sefvice Medal to Gen. 
John J. Pershing, commanding the American Expedi- 
tionary Force, at the great headquarters of the Force 
at Chaumont on Nov. 16, 1918, which was awarded 
him by President Wilson, Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S. 
A., first read a cablegram from Secretary of War Baker 
saying that the medal had been awarded General Per- 
shing in token of the gratitude of the American people 
for his distinguished services and in appreciation of the 
success which our Armies have achieved under his leader- 
ship. Im making the presentation General Bliss referred 
to General Pershing’s achievement in having created 
and organized in France an American Army of between 
000,000 and 2,500,000 men, in addition to having 
formed the agencies for its reception, transportation 
and supply. To the delight of all Americans, General 
Pershing was told, he has consistently adhered to his 
ideal of an American Army under American officers and 
American leadership, and for months he has fought a 
eontinuous battle until at last victory came. General 
Bliss also referred to the American officers and men 
who have fallen in the war and to the American wives, 
mothers, mourning children and others who have given 
up their loved ones to fight for the honor and glory of 
America: Concluding, he said: “Just as it is our Presi- 
dent who hands to you this medal, so I Seem to see 
from these thousands of glorious graves pale hands 
reaching out to you and your comrades the laurel wreath 
of victory which they did so much to win. And I know 
that I speak for our President when I say that as to 
them the good has given eternal rest, so may He, 
through their heroic death, give to us eternal peace.” 

Candle Supply of A.E.F. 

The signing of the armistice left the American Expe- 
dition Force with a Ryd of candles aggregating 
7,600, pounds, or 46,000,000 individual candles. Each 
eandle made under Army specifications burns ten hours 
and on this basis a statistical expert from the Subsist- 
ence Division has figured that the quantity of candles 
on hand is sufficient to burn one candle continuously 
and without interruption for 5,250 years. The primary 
use of the candles was to furnish light in the trenches 
and dugouts, but there is also very extensive use for 
them in billets and camps. The supply of caudles on 
hand, while large, is probably no greater than the 
amount necessary to meet the requirements of the Army 
for the immediate future.

MEXICAN AND Spanisu War BADGES FoR THE GUARD. 


Francisco. 





By the adoption, this week, of two badges for issue 
to the National Guard, one for service in the Spanish 
War, not in Cuba, and one for service on the Mexican 
border, the War Department has remedied the seeming 
injustice created by the language of the section of the 
Army Appropriation Act of July 9, 1918, that provided 
for a badge for issue to members of the National Guard 
who had served on the Mexican border and who had had 
ninety days’ service in the Spanish-American War which 
had not entitled them to the regular Spanish War badge. 
The general interpretation of the provision in the act 
of July 9, 1918, has been that the National Guardsmen 
must have had both Spanish war and Mexican border 
service to be entitled to the badge. The War Depart- 
ment has removed this difficulty by adopting a badge for 
National Guard service in the Spanish-American War 
and another badge for National Guard service on the 
Mexican border. In both cases they are to be given to 
those men who are not authorized to obtain the regular 
campaign badge. The designs have been approved and 
the Purchase and Storage Branch is procuring the 
badges. The ribbon in both cases will be green and yel- 
low, with different spacings. The badges will be of the 
same design but with different inscriptions. They will 
be issued upon proper application to the office of The 
Adjutant General.

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Tur New Powber PLANtTs. 

With reference to the powder plants at Nashville, 
Tenn., and Charleston, W.Va., Secretary Baker said on 
Dec. 28: “The situation is this: Before the-war Con- 
gress had appropriated a sum of money to buy a piece 
of land for a permanent powder plant on the ground that 
the Picatinny Arsenal, where we had been manufactur- 
ing our powder, was too small and wrongly located and 
we were looking around for a suitable site. The policy 


of the department has been, with the approval of Con- 
gress, to abandon the Picatinny Arsenal. It would seem 





wise to keep one of the powder plants, and it is a ques- 
tion which one to keep. It has not yet been determined, 
so far as I know.”

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LAXITY IN MutiTary Courtesy. 

Brig. Gen. F. H. Greene, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippine Department, in an official order calls atten- 
tion to the general laxity amounting in some cases to a 
total indifference in the matter of observing the pre- 
scribed military courtesies and in the observance and 
enforcement of the regulations governing the uniform. 
“The prescribed exchange of salutes between officers,” 
says General Greene, “is so seldom observed and the 
failure of enlisted men to properly salute officers is so 
often apparent that the provisions of existing orders on 
the subject appear to have been ,given little or no at- 
tention. ‘These shortcomings indicate a lowered stand- 
ard discipline that cannot be allowed to continue; the 
existence of which is a reproach to the responsible offi- 
cers. This order will be brought to the attention of all 
organization and detachment commanders, who will be 
required to inform the members of their respective com- 
mands of its contents. In other departments a laxity in 
observing salutes and in giving salutes correctly has 
been observed, and the fault would secm to be in a lack 
of proper instruction to recruits.”

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CHEMICAL WARFARE Cater RESIGNS. 

Col. G. A. Burrell, chief of research work of the 
Chemical Warfare Service, U.S.A., has resigned his com- 
mission and returned to Pittsburgh to resume practice as 
a consulting chemical engineer.

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HOW THE OPERATIONS DIVISION DEVELOPED 

The bestowal of the Distinguished Service Medal upon 
Major Gen. Henry Jervey, U.S.A., in acknowledgment 
of his service as director of the Operations Division of 
the General Staff draws attention to the accomplishment 
of that division and its development since January, 1918, 


from an organization consisting of twelve officers to one 
consisting of a major general, three brigadier generals, 
twelve colonels, seventeen lieutenant colonels, twenty- 


one majors, sixteen captains and seven first lieutenants. 
G.0. No. 80, Aug. 26, 1918, defining the organization

the Government in regard to the force to be sent and 
the like—recommended the military program which be- 
comes effective on the approval of the Chief of Staff and 
the Secretary of War. It then became the duty of the Di- 
vision of Operations to execute this program, calling upon 
other staff divisions and the several bureaus for their 
respective contributions to the general result. The Op- 
erations Division, in mobilizing troops for service abroad, 
adopted in general as its basis the divisional unit. The 
division ,had the selection of sites for camps and in its 
action was governed by such factors as those of water 


supply, labor conditions, rail facilities and economy; it 
also had the selection of all sites for training camps and 
general oversight of all construction im them. It then 
called upon the Supply Division, (P.S. & T.) for equip- 
ment, clothing, shelter and transportation; upon its own 
personnel branch for commissioned officers; upon the 
Surgeon General’s Office for medical officers; the Ord- 
nance Department for arms and accouterments; and 
finally upon the Provost Marshal General for draft con- 
tingents for the enlisted personnel. The assembling of 
all these parts and requirements at the appointed time 
and place can be accomplished only by co-ordination of 
all the staff divisions, and up to this point is but a big 
business proposition directed to military affairs. 

The development and training of the divisions was left 
almost wholly to the divisional commander; but when 
the division was ready for foreign service the Division 
of Operations resumed responsibility. It had to decide 
which of the divisions should be sent abroad first, and 
for this purpose its section of “overseas priorities” kept 
a priority schedule of the progress of the divisions in 
training. Their order had to be changed frequently, as 
the degree of preparedness fluctuated according to the 
health, equipment and advancement of the divisions. It 
was also governed in great degree by the railroad ac- 
commodation. As long as the military situation abroad 
remained quiet it was not so difficult to follow the pro- 
gram, but constant changes on the other side had to be 
met with corresponding troop movements on this 
In these movements the Operations Division kept itself 
in constant’ touch with the Embarkation Division of the 
P.S. & T. Most of the matters up to this point were 
handled by the Operations Branch within the Operations 
Division. 

Owing to the huge increase in the number of commis- 
sioned personnel in the Army'the creation of a Personnel 
Branch within the Operations Division became a neces- 
sity for the effective appointment, promotion, transfer, 
assignment and separation from the Service of commis- 
sioned officers, and if was created by order of Sept. 10, 
1918. Up to the time of its creation the functions of 
this branch had been allocated in the several bureaus 
and corps of the War Department with a‘ result that 
some got the men they wanted and others did not. The 
ultimate goal of the Personnel Branch, which, owing to 
the abrupt ending of the war, it had not reached, was 
to make a reservoir of officers from which to apportion 
to the several branches of the Service the commissioned 
personnel of the Army in the way that would give the 
best results for the Army as a whole. The policy of 
adding training schools and camps to the organization 
was one for the Training Branch; but the purchase of 
lands, the construction of buildings and the organization 
of the schools was the affair for the Operations Division. 

This division has the direction of the denobilization 
of all troops of the U.S. Armies, both those in fhe camps 
and cantonments and those returning from foreign ser- 
vice. It has drawn all general instructions and issued 
all orders for the movement and discharge of returning 
troops. Upon it rests the responsibility of making good 
the undertaking of the Chief of Staff to discharge men

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at the rate of 30,000 a day and a corresponding number 
of commissioned officers. 

At the outset of the mobilization General Jervey was 
the senior brigadier general in the 41st Division and suc- 
ceeded to the command of that unit upon the relief of 
Major Gen. Hunter Liggett, who the day after he ar- 
rived in camp was assigned to foreign service. General 
Jervey remained in command of the division until a few 
days before it embarked for France, when he was de- 
tached and ordered to duty with the General Staff.

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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Heavy Cuts in Navy Estimates. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs at its afternoon 
session of Jan. 2 completed the hearings on the estimates 
for the support of the Navy during the next fiscal year. 
The sub-committee having charge of the measure will 
take up immediately the preparation of the Navy Appro- 
priation bill, and it is believed within a short time it 
will be reported to the House. When the bill is finally 
reported it is expected to show a very decided reduction 
in the appropriations as compared with the original esti- 
mates, and it is not thought the total amount appropri- 
ated -will exceed in round-numbers $700,000,000. The 
amount asked for to carry out the aviation program will 
very likely be cut down to $15,000,000, dispensing with 
several of the stations that established for war 
purposes and reducing the service in many other ways. 
Consideration will also be given to reducing the appro- 
priations asked for ordnance and ordnance material. In 
the opinion of several of the members of the committee 
there seems to be no great necessity at this time to keep 
on hand a very large quantity of this war material. In 
the Bureau of Construction at least sixty per cent. of the 
amount asked for will be taken from the estimates, it is 
predicted. It is also believed other limitations will be 
made that Will materially affect the total amounts in each

Admiral Sims to Head War College. 

Admiral commanding the U.S. forces 
in European waters, has asked for assignment as presi- 
dent of the Navy War College, Newport, R.I., at the 
completion of his present duty. The request has been 
granted, Secretary Daniels announced on Dec. 31 dur- 
ing the hearing on the Naval Appropriation bill. Secre- 
tary Daniels added that the department has asked for 
double the current appropfiation for the War College 
at Coasters Harbor in order to expand the work. In 
the Navy Department the news was received with every 
evidence of gratification, for it is universally recognized 
that the famous officers’ school at Newport could have 
no better head than Admiral Sims, whose execu- 
tive ability, ripened and broadened by his war experi- 
ence, it is expected will add appreciably to the effi- 
ciency of the institution. The assignment, too, it is 
realized, comes at a time of expansion when the splen- 
did ability of Admiral Sims will have a deep influence 
in making the school the best in the world. 

Rear Admiral Blue in His New Post. 

Rear Admiral Victor Blue, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, assumed charge of his new. post on Jan. 2. 
With Capt. Harris Laning, who has been acting chief 
since Rear Admiral L. C. Palmer was assigned to sea 
duty, he visited the offices of the bureau. It is under- 
stood that Captain Laning will remain as assistant 
chief of the bureau on Admiral Blue’s request, at least 
for several months, in order that the new chief may 
give his full time to bureau matters requiring his un- 
divided attention. Admiral Palmer was a visitor at ‘the 
bureau and gave a warm grecting to his suecessor. Capt. 
Nathaniel C. Twining, chief of staff for Admiral Sims, 
s been selected to relieve Admiral Blue as captain of 
the U.S.S. Texas. Captain Twining has served abroad 
since the United States entered the war. He is well 
known in Washington through his long service as Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance. While in command of the 
‘Texas Admiral Blue received commendations for his*ship 
winning the engineering trophy, the gunnery trophy and 
for general battle efficiency. From March 5, 1913, until 
August, 1916, when he applied for sea duty and was 
ordered to command the Texas, he served as Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. The Naval Reserve Law, 
which proved of great value during the war, was pro- 
posed and adopted by Congress during his former ser- 
vice as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 

Two Rear Adimrals Apply for Retirement. 

Rear Admirals Charles F. Pond and Walter McLean, 
U.S. Navy, have made application for retirement under 
provisions of Section 1443, Revised Statutes, after forty 
years’ service. Rear Admiral Pond was born in Con- 
necticut, Oct. 26, 1856. He was appointed on June 13, 
1872, and reached his present rank on Feb. 13, 1894, 
Rear Admiral McLean was born in New Jersey July 30, 
1855, was appointed on June 8, 1872, and reached the 
rank of rear admiral on March 10, 1914.. 

Navy Recruiting at a Lively Pace. 

Navy recruiting, which was resumed a few weeks ago, 

has already attained a lively pace though there have been

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no special efforts made to secure recruits and no cam- 
paign metteds adopted. Recruits are coming in at the 
rate of 400 a week, mostly young men of the average of 
nineteen years. Should the new-legislation expanding 
the personnel of the Navy be adopted, it will doubtless 
be necessary to make a recruiting “drive” in order to 
supply the enlisted personnel which will be required by 
June, 1920. 


Hearings on Coast Guard Transfer. 

It is understood hearings will be had by the Commit- 
tee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce on Jan. 13 on 
the bill (H.R. 13392) for permanent transfer of the U. 
S. Coast Guard to the Navy. It is believed the hearings 
will be in open session and that many officers of the 
Coast Guard on duty in Washington will present their 
views. It is possible the Secretary of the Navy will 
give his views on the subject as well as Representative 
Campbell, who introduced the bill. 


Navy Bureau and Fleet Chicf in Conference. 

Admiral Mayo, Rear Admiral Rodman and Rear Ad- 
miral Rodgers, who returned from European waters with 
the battleship fleet, and the captains of the ten battle- 
ships of the fleet, attended the Navy war conference in 
Secretary Daniels’s office on Jan. 2. All the Navy bu- 
reau chiefs were also present, among them Rear Admiral 
Blue, the new Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, who 
was generally congratulated on his new assignment. This 
conference was considered an historic one and a group 
photograph was made in order to preserve its personal 
side for the Navy Department archives. 

Navy Selection Board in Session. 

Admiral Henry T. Mayo, commanding the Atlantic 
Fleet, and the nine rear admirals composing the Navy 
Board of Selection began their sessions at the Navy 
Department on Dec. 31, to consider recommendations for 
promotion for officers of the higher grades. The selec- 
tions will probably not be announced for ten days or 
two weeks. 


_— 
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TO SETTLE NAVY CONTRACTS ABROAD. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels announced on Dec. 30 
that Assistant Secretary Franklin D. Roosevelt, Hon. 
T. J. Spellacy, as special counsel, and Comdr. John M. 
Hancock, U.S.N., of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, were leaving on that day for Great Britain and 
France. It was further explained that during the war 
the Navy entered into a large number of contracts 
abroad, including rentals, purchase and lease of land for 
naval bases and other naval purposes. It is the desire 
of the Department to close up these contracts, which in- 
volve millions of Golfrs, at as early a date as possible. 
In order to arrange this business with the least possible 
delay, Assistant Secretary Roosevelt is given authority 
to act for the Department, and his presence in Europe 
and conference with Admiral Sims and other officers and 
with contractors, governmental and private, will permit 
of settlement with dispatch. 

As legal questions, involving all phases of contracts 
under British and French laws, are involved, the De- 
partment has commissioned T. J. Spellacy, of Hart- 
ford, Conn., as special legal adviser. Mr. Spellacy is 
U.S. District Attorney of the state of Connecticut, and 
is peculiarly suited for this duty. From the beginning 
of the war, Commander Hancock has represented the 
Navy Department on the Price Fixing Committee of the 
War Industries Board, and has shown business ability 
of the highest order, which has been recognized and com- 
mended by all business men who have had dealings with 
the board. 

The Navy has had as many as 70,000 men abroad 
during the war, and has rented hospitals, operated a 
number of coastal aviation stations and leased land for 
a number of naval needs. It has not always been pos- 
sible, owing to the necessity of immediate use, to agrec 
upon the compensation. Some of these arrangements 
were with the Allied governments and some with indi- 
viduals or corporations. It is the plan of the Depart- 
ment to close up all aviation stations at once and very 
shortly to return all supplies, munitions, ete, to 
America, and to recall all the naval personnel ashore 
except the naval attachés and their assistants. The 
Navy mobilized rapidly and it sent forces quickly to 
Europe. The Department hopes to demobilize its forces 
in Europe within the next few weeks and to adjust all 
contracts and claims. 
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DRAFT BOARDS TO HELP SOLDIERS. 

Secretary of War Baker said on Dec. 19 that the 
War Department hopes all draft boards will maintain 
their organization indefinitely, since the co-operation 
of these bodies is considered essential to the plans for 
demobilization. The statement recalls the fact that 
Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, the Judge Advocate 
General, strongly recommended that these draft boards 
be empowered to act as Government labor agencies, each 
to have jurisdiction’in its respective district. The War 
Department, said the Secretary, desires that the boards 
affiliate themselves with employment representatives of 
the Department of Labor, so as to concentrate all agen- 
cies on providing opportunities for work and overcome 
any tendency foward competition among various agen- 
cies. He added: 

“The War Department has not asked the draft boards 
.to assume this duty officially because it would have cre- 





ated a competing agency. The Department of Labor

cies like industrial committees, chambers of commerce, 
rotary clubs, labor unions, all of which have facilities for 
getting into communication with he oe It would seem 
better to have the Department of Labor representative 
acting as a kind of president o: these various groups, 
bringing them all into co-operation S80 that a soldier 
would not be passed from one to another, but each sol- 
dier have that agency aiding him which is best adapted 
to his p rticular case, and the distribution systematic- 
ally done py the Department of Labor representative.” 

General Crowder’s plan, it has been pointed out, main- 
tained the sympathetic interest of the men who first 
came into intimate contact with the material for our 
Army and for that reason it was regarded as the real 
solution of the problem of absorption in industry of 
the workers soon to be released from military duty.

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SEcRETARY GLASS EXPLAINS’ War RISK INSURANCE. 

Seeretary of the Treasury Glass issued a statement 
on Dec. 27 which is intended to dispel the confusion 
and make clear the misunderstanding which prevails 
among many relatives and beneficiaries of men in the 
military and“ naval Services as to their rights under the 
War Risk Insurance Act. The fact is mentioned that 
many mothers and fathers who are named as _ benefi- 
ciaries of Government insurance applied for by their 
sons have gained the impression that they must prove 
their dependency in order to. receive payments of insur- 
ance. It is pointed out that this is an entirely erroneous 
impression, probably due to a confusion of the insurance 
and compensation provisions of the Act of Congress of 
Oct. 6, 1917, and to a mistaken assumption that the 
terms “insurance” and “compensation” are used inter- 
changeably, while as a matter of fact they represent two 
entirely separate and distinct benefits. “Insurance” is 
payable regardless of any dependency, and a beneficiary 
designated in an application for Government insurance, 
if within the permitted class of spouse, child, grand- 
child, parent, brother or sister, is entitled to receive the 
insurance in monthly installments without proving any 
dependency upon the insured. “Compensation,” how- 
ever, which is separate and apart from insurance and 
takes the place of the pensions provided under the old 
pension system, is payable only to a wife, child, de- 
pendent mother or dependent father of a man who is 
disabled or dies as a result of injury suffered or disease 
contracted in the line of duty while employed in active 
service. No dependency need be shown by any benefi- 
ciary in order to receive the Government insurance, but 
a mother or father must prove actual dependency upon 
their deceased son for’the necessaries of life in order to 
reeive the additional payment of compensation. 
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To PurcHASE CANTONMENT SITEs. 


Secretary of War Baker stated on Jan. 2 that he pro 
posed asking the views of Congress in the matter of pur- 
chasing the land on which the Army cantonments are 
situated. It is the opinion of the War Department that 
some of these cantonments should be made permanent, 
and it would cost about $12,000,000 to acquire the sites 
already approved for retention. Mr. Baker also said to 
the Washington correspondent of the New York Sun 
that the disposition of flying fields was not now involved. 
The Secretary’s chief idea in connection with the pur- 
chase of these cantonment sites was that since there is to 
be a Military Establishment in any case the permanent 
possession of the selected cantonment sites would be of 
benefit to the Service. For example, he said, they could 
be used for summer mobilizations or for divisional or 
even Jarger maneuvers. Mr. Baker is quoted by this 
correspondent as saying that “within the next few days 
the Army War College will complete the Army reorgani- 
zation bill upon which it has been engaged for some 
time.’ When it is ready Mr. Baker will ask for a hear- 
ing on the bill before the House Committee on’ Military 
Affairs. It is understood the new bill will provide for 
giving permanent status in the Regular Establishment 
to such branches as were created since we entered the 
war, namely: the Tank Corps, Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice, Motor Transport Corps, or any other allied branch 
of the Army.

HEARINGS ON THE NAVAL ESTIMATES. 
SECRETARY DANIELS ADVOCATES A BIG NAVY. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels appeared before the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs on Dec. 30, in the 
course of the hearings on the Naval Appropriation bill 
for the fiscal-year 1920, presented the revised estimates 
of the Navy Department, read a statement giving rea- 
gons as to why the United States should have a Navy 
commensurate with that of the greatest naval power and 
submitted a draft of a bill to carry out the new three- 
ear building program. The Secretary was accompanied 

y Comdr. P. W. Foote, his Navy aid, and Col. Elisha 
S. Theall, U.S.M.C, 

The Revised Estimates. 

The original estimates for 1920, Secretary Daniels 
said, which were prepared before the armistice was 
signed, totaled $2,644,307,046.05. The revised estimates 
eall for $975,903,621.28, an indication of the propor-

n his formal statement he said: 


Congress Should Strengthen Navy. 

No step backward, but a long step forward, should be taken 
by this Congress in strengthening the American Navy. The 
additional three-year program recommended in my annual re- 
port is a conservative one intended to continue the policy of 
steady upbuilding of the Navy established in 1916. The Gen- 
eral Board of the Navy, after extensive investigation and ex- 
haustive consideration, has recommended a much larger program 
extending to the year 1925. While their recommendations are 
entitled to, and have received, very careful consideration, the 
Department has not felt justified at this time in recommending 
éuch an extensive program or one extending over such a long 
period. At the same time a year-by-year program is not thought 
to be advisable; it is too much of the hand-to-mouth nature, 
and naval experts and thinking men interested in the Navy 
have seen its unwisdom and in 1916 succeeded in substituting 
@ better plan. 

As regards the larger vessels of definite types, the numbers 
of each type can now be fixed and have been recommended. I 
am asking that authorization be given for the construction of 
ten dreadnoughts, six battle cruisers and ten scout cruisers, to 
be laid down during the coming three years, and 130 other 
ships of such type and character as may give us a well-rounded 
Navy. ‘The initial appropriation need not be large, for work 
on some of the big ships already authorized was necessarily 
deferred during the war in order that work might be concen- 
trated upon destroyers and like small craft and merchant ships. 
Now the construction of the big ships will be pushed as rapidly 
as possible, the number of small craft being ample until more 
dreadnoughts and other big ships are added to the naval force. 
As regards these smaller vessels, a general authorization is 
requested in order that a study of all types produced by all 
mations during the war may be made and preliminary work 
may be done. In view of the large number of smaller vessels 
undertaken during the war which will continue to be con- 
structed during the next year, it is not recommended that the 
eonstruction of additional smaller’ vessels be pressed at this time. 


Indorses 1916 Program. 

The details concerniNg them can be taken up subsequently. 
In this connection it should be pointed out that, although the 
program of 1916 extended over three years, the individual ves- 
sels te be undertaken in any specific year were specified each 
year by the Congress. It is expected and recommended that 
this practice be continued. My thought is, and it finds expres- 
sion in the estimates, that, under present conditions, we ought 
to make no change in the naval program which the United 
States set for itself in 1916. We ought neither to- commit our- 
selves to any gigantic expansion nor to recede from the wise 
three-year policy. 

It is our duty to consider the obligations imposed upon 
America if the Peace Conference now occupied at Versailles 
upon the greatest task which ever engaged the attention of a 
human gathering during the whole course of the world's history 
completes its work constructively and satisfactorily, as we all 
hope it will do. Let us assume that this conference will give 
birth to some plan looking toward a concert of the nations for 
the maintenance of peace, whether it be a League of Nations, 
according to the present acceptation of the. meaning of that 
term, or what not. It will be some manner of body to which 
differing nations will perforce submit their differences for ad- 
judication, and which will be sufficiently powerful to induce 
acceptance of its decisions when once they shall be made. The 
experiences of poor and imperfect humanity has very fully 
taught the lesson that power for the enforcement of judicial 
decisions sometimes needs to be considerable; and back of that 
must lie a tremendous police power of prevention, if judicial 
decisions are to be made as infrequent as possible, indeed if 
society is to exist at all. Arbitration which had behind it no 
power capable of compelling the disputants to accept the deci- 
sions of the arbitrators would have no value whatsoever in cases 
of serious emergency. 

- America and World Police. 

I am quite certain that it would be improper for America 
even to consider the proposition of contributing to the world 
police a number of units smaller than that contributed by the 
greatest other power. It seems to me that this is obviously the 
American duty and that the other nations of the world would 
be justified in regarding us as shirkers if we failed to accept 
the burden of it cheerfully and turn to the performance of it 
with an unexampled earnestness and high efficiency. It would 
be contrary to all our traditions and all our ideals to assume 
that in the planning of a new and mighty Navy America could 
be animated,either by fear or by the intention of aggression. 
America is committed to the promise of entering into a general 
and genuine plan for the reduction of armaments. If the out- 
come of the Peace Conference shall be that all nations will con- 
cur in this ideal, then the United States will gladly join them 
in the worthy plan. For three years we have been committed 
to such a program in such circumstances. But if such an 
agreement cannot be shortly arranged, then we here in America 
must accept the burden which the failure automatically will 
thrust upon us and meet it by adding such units to our Navy 
as will secure our own safety and aid powerfully in protecting 
the peace of the world. 

Every year since I have been Secretary of the Navy I have 
urged an international agreement to end competitive and costly 
naval construction. The day for the realization of that long 
cherished idea seems not far distant. We are pledged to co- 
operate with other nations to a reduction of armament, Unless 
the nations now upon such>conventions as will compel 
the settlement of national differences by arbitration, we will 
fail to garner tho best fruits of the dearly bought victory. For 
one, I believe the war has taught us two things. First, that na- 
tional differences and gree for power may always endan 
the peace of the world; second, that to prevent differences and 
selfish ambitions from. producing another war there must be 
constituted a high tribunal and there must be a world-police 
power so strong that no nation will dare to defy the strength 
of a decree of such an international tribunal.” 


World Tribunal May End Program. 
When he had finished reading this stat t . 
Daniels submitted to the committee a draft of obits 





carry out the new three-year building program. ‘This 
calls for ten first-class battleships, to cost, exclusive of 
armor and armament, $21,500,000 each; six battle 
cruisers, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 

500, each; ten scout cruisers to cost -$7,350,000 
each, and 130 small craft, the character and cost to be 
determined Jater. Mr. Daniels proposed that the bill 
should contain the following provision: 

If at any time before the construction authorized by this act 
shall have been contracted for there shall have been established 
with the co-operation of the United States of America an inter- 
national tribunal or tribunals, competent to secure peaceful de- 
termination of all international disputes, and which shall render 
unnecessary the maintenance of competitive armaments, then, 
and in that case, such naval expansions as may be inconsiStent 
with the engagements made in the establishment of such trilm- 
nal or tribunals may be suspended, when so ordered by the 
President of the United States. 

As to the construction of smaller craft the Secretary 
said the Department would like to have the authority to 
build some small craft, but would not be able to do this 
- satisfactorily until the officers in charge of construc- 
tion had opportunity “to study at first hand the value 
of small craft in the naval warfare abroad.” Mr. Dan- 
iels stated that he had intended, with Rear Admirals 
Taylor, Griffin, Earle and McGowan, to go abroad early 
in December to make such a study, but the trip had been 
delayed on account of the signing of the armistice. Such 
a trip probably would be made shortly. There were 470 
destroyers, building or built, and all of the small craft 
— be finished by the end of June, 1920, the Secretary 
said, 

The Navy and the League of Nations. 


Several members of the committee asked questions 
bearing on the future of the Navy in the event of a 
League of Nations being formed. Mr. Butler asked, 
“How will you settle how large our Navy shall be if a 
League of Nations is created?” to which Mr. Daniels 
replied: “We ought to contribute in units, power and 
men just as much as any other nation and not allow any 
other nation to have more power than we have.” Mr. 
Venable inquired if any definite plan had been agreed 
upon for putting force behind the judgments of the pro- 
posed League of Nations and just what the “jurisdic- 
tion of the court would be.” Secretary Daniels made 
no definite answer to this. Representative Kelly asked, 
“Do we need the most powerful navy in the world?” to 
which the Secretary replied, “Absolutely.” Mr. Kelley 
then inquired, “When did you come to that conclusion?” 
to which Mr. Daniels replied that until the outbreak of 
the war he had believed that the capitalists and the 
laboring people would be strong enough, even in Ger- 
maay, to overcome the influence of the militarists. When 
he found that he was wrong, he said, “I then saw the 
necessity of having the biggest Navy in the world for 
the United States.” He continued: “Looking back, I 
now see that it was a mistake to have even the second 
best Navy in the world. I now think it is an inde- 
fensible thought to have any Navy but the most power- 
ful, if the Peace Conference fails to limit armaments. 
. . « If there is no agreement, then we must build 
the ships so as to have such a powerful Navy that it 
would make any nation in the world think several times 
before venturing to attack us.” 

“Does the President back the policy to make us the 
first naval power in the world?” asked Representative 
Kelley, of Michigan. “Yes; if competitive building is 
to continue,” said the Secretary.” “We are now easily 
the second naval power, but this three-year program will 
not make us the first. You cannot do anything which 
would so strengthen this country’s position in the peace 
conference as to authorize this large Navy. The Presi- 
dent very earnestly urges that this program be adopted. 
Nothing would so aid him in the peace conference as 
the authorization by Congress of a big Navy.” 

Navy Enlisted Personnel. 

Secretary Daniels said he was unable to state at 
this time the number of ships which would be kept in 
full commission, but would inform the committee of his 
decision-on the subject as soon as he could confer with 
Admiral Benson, as Chief of Naval Operations. As 
to enlistment, 250,000 men would be required, he 
said, of which number 60,000 would be assigned to the 
merchant vessels. Originally the United States Ship- 
ping Board asked for 131,000 men to man the vessels 
under its direction. By reducing the number of enlisted 
men, the Secretary said, he had been able to reduce his 
estimates for wages from $579,000,000 to $211,000,000. 
By action of the Shipping Board on Dec. 13 the Navy 
hereafter will be required to man only troopships to be 
commissioned and those now in the Service. All cargo 
and steam ships to be commissioned hereafter will be 
manned by civilian crews, which the Secretary said 
might be obtained from the Naval Reserves now being 
demobilized. The Secretary read a letter from the Ship- 
ping Board showing that the requirements of the board 
for the next year would be 36,000 men, or 3,000 a month. 


Ship Construction Under Way. 

The Secretary submitted a detailed statement as to 
the building completed during the period of the war, 
from battleships to tugs. We have a large number of 
ships on the way, he said, and it will be toward the end 
of the year before we can lay down any new ones. He 
asked for $55,000,000 for ship construction this year. 
It is intended to keep in commission all the new battle- 
ships, from the South Carolina up, and the destroyers, 
especially the newer ones. a 

All of the thirteen battleships now under construc- 
tion are building under regular Navy appropriation acts. 
The last ten were authorized under the three-year build- 
ing program of Aug.. 29, 1916. During the war work 
was practically suspended upon the battleships of the 
three-year program except the Maryland and the West 
Virginia. The Mississippi and the New Mexico were 
completed during the war; work continued on the Ida- 
ho, the Tennessee and the California. All battleship 
work will now proceed as fast as material and Jabor 
become available. On Dec. 1, 1918, construction of bat- 
tleships was in the following condition: Idaho, 98.1; 
Tennessee, 51.1; —a 48.4; Colorado, 6.8; Mary- 
land, 38.2; Washington, 4.3; West Virginia, 18.7. Ships 
on which no prcerere has been made toward construc- 
tion are the South Dakota, North Carolina, Montana, 
Indiana (new), Massachusetts (new), Iowa (new). 

Work on the six battle cru authorized by the 
program of 1916 was suspended during the war. Im- 
proved plans are now in the hands of the contractors 
and work will p They have been assigned as 
follows: Lexington, Fore River Shipbuilding Co.: Con- 
stellation and Ranger, Newport News Shipbuilding and

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others is as follows: No. 1, 32.4; No. 2, 21.5; No. 3, 
17; No. 6, 9; No. 7, 9. 

Of the 286 ae listed one (Gwin) is building 
under the Act of 1915; twenty were appropriated for 
in 1916; fifteen in 1917; and fifteen in 1918. Seventy- 
six are being built under the emergency fund of 1917; 
150 under the Deficiency bill of 1917; nine under other 
emergency funds of 1917. Of the destroyers above 
forty-five have been completed since April 6, 1917. Of 
those previously authorized six have been completed, 
fifty-one in all. 

We have now building 470 destroyers in all, Mr. 
Daniels said. No contracts have been canceled and 
these vessels will probably be finished by July, 1920. 


Proposed Personnel Legislation. 


Secretary Daniels appeared before the committee again 
on Dec. 31 and read a statement devoted to the person- 
nel section of the Naval Appropriation bill which the 
Department is to present to Congress. In its essential 
features Mr. Daniels’s statement reads: 

“The permanent strength of the Navy to-day is as 
follows: Enlisted men, 131,485; apprentice seamen, 
6,000 ; flying corps, 350; Hospital Corps, 5,720; making 
a total of 143,555. The temporary strength of the Navy 
to-day, which will be reduced to the above strength six 
months after the signing of the treaty of peace, is as 


follows: Enlisted men, 181,485; apprentice seamen, 
24,000; trade schools, 14,000; Flying Corps, 10,000; 
Hospital Corps, 14,718; a total of 244,203. 


“The proposed legislation does not change the tempo- 
rary plans in any way except to prescribe that the Fly- 
ing Corps shall not exceed 2,000 men instead of 10,000, 
as now provided by law, but it does increase the total 
number of ‘men in the Navy to 250,000, including the 
Hospital Corps, by employing enough men of the Naval 
Reserve Force to make the total strength equal to 
250,000, which is deemed necessary to not only operate 
the ships of the Navy, but to provide men enough for 
the operation of ships under the Shipping Board, The 
operation of the proposed legislation terminates June 30, 

“The proposed iegislation transfers from the tempo- 
rary personnel and the Naval Reserve Force to the per- 
manent establishment 1,000 officers—300 in the grade of 
lieutenant, 300 in the grade of lieutenant (junior grade), 
and 400 in the grade of ensign with a- proportionate per- 
centage of staff officers for the various staff corps as 
now authorized by law. These 1,000 officers, together 
with the 460 expected to graduate next June from the 
Naval Academy, and about 600 in June, 1920, will pro- 
vide not less than 2,000 officers for the permanent estab- 
lishment by June 30, 1920. The proposed legislation 
makes no increase in the temporary commissioned per- 
sonnel, but transfers 1,000 officers from the temporary 
personnel and the Naval Reserve Force to the perma- 
nent Navy and reduces the number of temporary officers 
by the number transferred to the permanent establish- 
ment.’ 

The Secretary said he had a recommendation as dan 
amendment to the bill which would allow the Navy De- 
partment to continue as many of the Reservists as nec- 
essary to make them a part of the permanent establish- 


ment. He added: “I have a proposition here as to the 
officers. There should be 63,000 men for maintaining 


the transports. I am willing to call it 131,485 as the 
permanent authorized strength, plus 6,000 apprentice 
seamen, n.aking 137,485, and the difference between will 
be a temporary provision. I am asking no change in 
the present law.” 

Size of Ship’s Complements. 


On the question of how many men could be placed on 
board ships there is a wide difference of opinion among 
officers, said the Secretary, adding: “I do not believe 
at this time we can fix the permanent strength of the 
Navy and the matter should be delayed. Upon the re- 
turn of Admiral Benson we will take the matter up and 
decide what is best to be done. Some of the officers 
think 900 men sufficient, others 1,200 and others 1,400. 
I will obtain the views of several officers and then de- 
cide what should be the complement of each ship.” A 
discussion as to the complement of British ships dis- 
closed the fact that the Britisl ships of equal class with 
the American had much smaller complements. The Sec- 
retary stated that he had always believed that our ships 
had too many men aboard. During the war, he said, it 
was necessary, perhaps, to overcrowd the ships because 
men were carried for training purposes, replacements, 
ete. The Secretary submitted a table showing the com- 
plement of ships set aside when they were designed). 
what they carried in 1915, and the enlisted complement 
at the present time. The U.S.S. New York, for example, 
was designed to carry a complement of 902 men; in 
1915 she carried 1,094, and at present 1,444, exclu- 
sive of marines. 

Secretary Daniels then read a memorandum which 
statéd that it seemed to be universally agreed by naval 
experts that in passing from the pre-dreadnought -class 
of battleship to the dreadnought, a reduction in the cost 
of maintenance would result because the small ship with 
a great number of small caliber guns required a larger 
complement ; and because the change from the coal burn- 
ing to the fuel oil burning battleship would reduce the 
number of men in the engineers’ force. Notwithstand- 
ing these predictions complements have been constantly 
increasing. When the plans were laid down such ships 
as the Pennsylvania and Arizona were designed to carry 
937 men, but the number of enlisted men actually on 
board to-day is 1,440 for the Pennsylvania and 1,540 
for the Arizona. A board on the fleet is now in session 
to fix the complement and it is probable they will recom- 
mend a complement of about 1,240 men for the Penn- 
sylvania and Arizona. The division commander of the 
American forces operating with the British Grand Fleet 
has forwarded a criticism to the Department, stating 
that the men are crowded and are “packed in like sar- 
dines in the tin, two and three deep at times, in close, 
poorly ventilated berth deck compartments,” and recom- 
mends that no more changes be made in the ship where 
the change will encroach upon the space for the crew, 
as it tends to cause more men to find sleeping billets on 
the “already crowded berth deck.” “After eareful in- 
vestigation,” Mr. Daniels said, “I am of the opinion that 
the battleships of to-day can be operated efficiently with 
smaller complements.” 

To Take @ Limited Number of Reservisis. 


Reverting to those men taken from the temporary re- 
serve forces to become members of the permanent estab- 
lishment, the Secretary declared these men should be 
sent to technical training schools and given every op- 
portunity to develop into all-around Navy officers. “I 
always looked,” he said, “with disfavor and danger on 
taking in a great many men in a hurry, and if you pass 
this bill fivins me 1,000 Reservists I assure you I will 
be very slow in admitting them. There will be a pretty 
rigorous weeding owt and severe examinations will be 
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pecessary before these men will be enrolled permanently, 
J only want to take in a limited number.” 

The*temporary forces of officers and men that were 
added to the Navy because of the extreme war necessity 
havé done splendid work,” said Secretary Daniels, “and 
deserve great credit. Nevertheless I would look with dis- 
fayor upon being in too great a hurry in transferring 
the temporary force to the permanent Navy. Before 
any transfers are made for officers there will be rigid 
examinations.” 

Mr. Britten, of the committee, made the comment, 
“We haven’t enough officers now to man our ships,” add- 
ing, “and with this legislation in force we will be as 
badly off as we were before the war. Shouldn’t we fol« 
low the recommendations of the General Board, the Bu- 
reau of Operations and the Bureau of Navigation, which 
are for a greater number of men?’ 

“I never regard myself as bound by the recommenda- 
tions of the General Board,” replied Secretary Daniels. 


Extra Pay Upon Discharge. 

Taking up the subject of extra pay upon discharge, 
the Secretfry stressed the importance of the following 
provision and asked that it be incorporated in the bill: 
“Officers and enrolled men of the Naval force, and those 
comprising the enlisted force of the Navy, who have 
served during the war, shall receive, when placed on in- 
active duty, discharged or disenrolled by reason of the 
termination of the war, one month’s extra pay at the 
rate of pay authorized for shore duty.” 

He also presented the following for incorporation in 
the bill: “All enlisted men of tae Navy and Marine 
Corps having war service and who may hereafter be dis- 
charged, or who have been discharged, from the Service 
since Nov. 11, 1918, and before the expiration of their 
full enlistments, shall receive, under such rules and reg- 
ulations as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe, an 
honorable discharge and shall be furnished with trans- 
portation to their homes with subsistence en route, or 
cash in lieu thereof.” 

The next matter brought before the committ » by the 
Secretary related to the Naval Coast Defense: Reserve. 
Parenthetically Chairman Padgett observed: “Other- 
wise known as the slackers’ retreat.” The amendment 
proposed follows: “Hereafter in time of war or na- 
tional emergency>members of the Naval Coast Defense 
Reserve of the Naval Reserve Force may be detailed to 
perform general naval service under such rules and reg- 
ulations as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe.” 

In presenting the next amendment the Secretary 
stated that he had not consulted the War Department 
concerning its provisions, but that many of the Marines 
are still serving abroad as well as a number of physi- 
cians, and they should receive the benefits suggested in 
the following: “The act of April 16, 1918 (Public 129), 
granting under certain conditions to every commissioned 
officer of the Army the right to quarters in kind for 
their dependents or the authorized commutation there- 
for, including the allowances for heat and light, shall 
hereafter be construed to apply to officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps only who are serving in the field as 
part of the American Expeditionary Force under the 
jurisdiction of the War Department.” 

In behalf of the skilled men in the enlisted personnel 
Mr. Daniels pointed out that they were grossly under- 
paid. He proposed an amendment to the act approved 
May 22, 1917, to make permanent the rates of pay of 
the enlisted men of the Navy therein provided for the 
- war period. This would give permanent increase of 
from $6 to $15 to enlisted men. 

To Extend Promotion by Selection. 

Perhaps the most important amendment affecting the 
commissioned personnel of the Navy was here proposed, 
relating to promotion by selection. Before presenting 
it the Secretary said: “I do not like the present selec- 
tion law. It should be made to apply from ensign to 
admiral.” Considerable discussion ensued as to the du- 
ties of the present Selection Board, throughout which 
the members of the committee appeared to be seeking 
information as to operations of the board and the jus- 
tice, in the Secretary’s opinion, of its selections. Mr. 
Daniels upheld the board and cited instances to show 
the absolute fairness of the board’s actions. The pro- 
posed amendment, which he strongly urged be adopted, 
reads as follows: 

“That part of the Act entitled ‘An Act making_ap- 
propriations for the naval service for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1917, and for other purposes,’ which re- 
lates to ‘Commissioned personnel,’ wherein it is pre- 
scribed that the Board on Selection for promotion shall 
be convened ‘during the month of December of each 
year, and as soon after the first day of the month as 
practicable,’ is hereby amended so as to read that the 
board shall be convened ‘at such times as the Secretary 
of the Navy may direct and shall recommend for promo- 
tion a number of officers in each grade equal to the 
number. of vacancies in the next higher grade occurring 
during such period as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy; and such recommendations made. by 
the board shall not be made in the order of seniority, 
but in the order of precedence and rank as determined 
by the number of votes cast for each officer’.” 

Several members of the committee expressed the opin- 
ion that merit rather than seniority should be made the 
basis of promotion, and another suggestion was made 
that the Selection Board should be changed so that ad- 
mirals would act as a committee in promoting those 
ranking below them; and that commanders should sit 
on a board which selected lieutenant commanders. There 
was a feeling left after the discussion that the commit- 
tee might insert such a provision in the bill. 


Four-Year Course at Annapolis, 

The Secretary said that it had been decided to aban- 
don the three-year course at the Naval Academy and to 
return to the four-year. This was in accordance with 
the advice of naval authorities. 

Sims to Head War College. 

Admiral Sims is to be the president of the Naval 
War College when he returns from Europe in the spring 
or early summer, Mr. Daniels told the committee, Ad- 
miral Sims having made the request to be assigned to 
that duty. It is the purpose of the Navy Department 
to develop the college under Admiral Sims’s direction. 
On this point Mr. Daniels said: “The study of naval 
strategy and naval tactics during the last four years will 
have a deep interest to every naval officer, and the ap- 

lication of the principles learned during the war 4 
Fature naval strategy will need to be studied by all naval 
officers who may be charged with responsible duties. It 
is my purpose to have assigned to the college an emi- 
nent naval constructor, and along with the study of tac- 
tics and strategy there will be the study of naval con- 
struction.” 

Atlantic and Pacific Fleets Proposed. t 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs took no cogni- 
gance, of New Year’s Day, but continued its sessions on 


« bs 


Jan. 1 with Secretary Daniels still explaining general 
naval policies, Representative Kettner of California 
opened the session by asking what steps the Secretary 
intended to take toward having additional Navy vessels 
on the Pacific coast. Representative Butler of Penn- 
sylvania interposed the question as to whether the Sec- 
retary was carrying out the recommendations of the 
Helm report, and Mr. Daniels answered by saying: 
“The last session of Congress, you will recall, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry as to what recommendations I 
would make on the Helm report, I stated that during 
the war we could not undertake any large improvements 
except in the yards or establishments, and I would wait 
until we could make a real study of the situation be- 
fore making any recommendation of any character about 
this report. That is still my opinion. I have no recom- 
mendation to make in this bill to carry out any of the 
recommendations in the Helm report, some of which are 
undoubtedly very wise. It would be impossible to adopt 
them all and therefore my attitude is now as it was at 
the last session of Congress, to wait until the next Con- 
gress for any recommendations I wish to make.” 

Mr. Kettner: “You have taken from the Pacific coast 
all the war vessels?” 

Mr. Daniels answered in the affirmative and said the 
war demanded such action. He added: ‘‘We have been 
giving this matter of organization of fleets after the 
war much consideration and I discussed the same with 
Admiral Benson before he went to Europe. I explained 
to him what I had in mind, not to have one fleet, 
but two fleets: one for the Atlantic and one for the 
Pacific, both equal absolutely, fifty-fifty in their type of 
ships. After every war there is danger in retrograde 
movements which have a tendency to affect the keen- 
ness and incentive of the personnel. Now we need the 
stimulus of competition. A few weeks ago I formulated 
a plan which I sent to Admiral Benson. This has been 
approved ‘by him. With a view to balancing our ships 
in the Atlantic“and Pacific I have directed the Bureau 
of Navigation to make a few changes in officers and to 
have the fleets come together once or twice every year 
at various points and have battles as if they were fight- 
ing an enemy. I believe it is the only way we can 
keep our Navy on its toes; to have competition between 
the fleets; have war games, and every movement of 
actual warfare, in fact make the men believe they were 
in a fight. I hope by the summer time to adopt the plan 
of the two fleets. My program is that as soon as I can 
do so I want to go to the Pacific coast with Admiral 
Benson, visiting all the stations and thoroughly study 
the situation. ’ 

“I intend to put in charge of the Pacific fleet one of 
the best admirals in the Navy. The man selected will 
remain at the head of the Pacific fleet long enough to 
develop it to the highest state of efficiency. I have also 
directed the Bureau of Navigation to assign to the 
Pacific fleet officers who can remhain there for_at least 
two years and to make as few changes in the officer per- 
sonnel as possible.” 

The Secretary gave some details of drydock accommo- 
dations in the Pacific, tending to show that the facili- 
ties would amply care for the enlarged Pacific fleet he 
plans. He continued: ‘The prime thing is to keep the 
Navy fit, to have competition to stimulate the officers 
and men. Every now and then the whole fleet will be in 
the Atlantic and also in the Pacific, constantly maneu- 
vering. I think this is the biggest step we can take for 
strengthening our.Navy and preventing the slump which 
always comes after a war. Rear Admiral Badger of the 
General Board approves of this plan.” 


Extending Selection to Marine Corps. 


The Secretary next called attention to a proposed 
amendment he recommended be incorporated in the bill 
relating to the extension of the selection law to the 
Marine Corps. The proposed amendment follows: 

“The provisions of existing laws with reference to 
promotion by selection in the staff corps of the Navy 
are hereby extended to include authorized advancement 
to the rank of major and lieutenant colonel and colonel 
in line and staff of Marine Corps under the same condi- 
tions in all respects, except as may be necessary to adapt 
such provisions to the line and staff of the Marine Corps; 
provided that the Board of Selection shall be composed 
of not less than five officers of the Marine Corps not be- 
low the permanent rank of colonel, at least one of whom 
shall hold a permanent commission in the staff depart- 
ment, and promotions shall be made on the basis of fit- 
ness alone by selection from among the permanent and 
temporary officers of the grade next below; provided, 
further, that the requirements for sea service in grade, 
length of service in grade and maximum age in grade 
for promotion shall not apply.” 

Full discussion of the recommendations of Major Gen. 
Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., made before 
the committee recently followed. It brought out favor- 
able expressions of opinion on the part of the committee 
which were heartily endorsed by Secretary Daniels. He 
said: “There is no better corps.in the world.” He add- 
ed: “Whenever the Marine Corps becomes large enough 
to be an army it will be swallowed in the Army; it 
must be kept on a basis not large. It would be the 
worst possible thing to have enough Marines to be an- 
other Army.” All Marines, except guard forces, should 
«be taken out of navy yards, he said. Storehouses and 
manufacturing plants will be more valuable on the valu- 
able water front space now occupied by Marine bar- 
racks. It is planned at an early date to have all the 
Marines divided among three stations: Paris Island, S. 
C.; San Diego, Cal.,. and Quantico, Va. The Paris 
Island and San Diego stations will be for preliminary 
training and the Quantico station for advanced work. 
All: Marines already have been removed from the New 
York navy yard. The Marine forces at Norfolk and 
Mare Island will be removed shortly. 


To Retain Temporary Marine Ofjcers. 

Secretary Daniels here offered the following amend- 
ment: 

“The permanent authorized enlisted strength of the 
Marine Corps is hereby increased to 26,297 men, inclu- 
sive of enlisted men permanently disabled during the 
war by reason of wounds or other disabilities received 
in action, distribution in the various grades to be in 
the same proportion as is now authorized by law. All 
officers comprising the probationary or temporary offi- 
cers of the Marine Corps and officers of the Marine 
Corps Reserve on active duty and permanent second 
lieutenants holding temporary appointments in higher 
grades shall be eligible to fill vacancies hereby created 
by transfer to the permanent Marine Corps in the grades 
held by them on the date of transfer in the proportion 
not to exceed fifty in the grade of captain, fifty in the 
grade of first lieutenant and seventy-five in the grade of 
second lieutenant, transfers so made shall be made with- 
out regard to age in grade, and if not found qualified in 
said grades to lower grades after qualification; pro- 
vided, that no transfers so made shall be to a higher 
grade than captain, and all officers so transferred 
establish to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Navy, 


under such rules as he may prescribe, the mental, moral, 
professional and physical qualifications to perform all 
the duties of the grades to which transferred.” 


Purchase of Land; Navy Bands. 

Questions on the purchase of land and projected im- 
préyements for Navy purposes brought out these recom- 
mendations by the Secretary: New York Navy Yard 
addition, $2,500,000; Newport, R.I., about $150,000; 
Key West submarine base (for water supply ‘system), 
$2,500,000. All of these were discussed at great length. 
Chairman Padgett brought to the attention of the Sec- 
retary the lettefs he had received from musical organiza- 
tions all over the country in reference to the bill to in- 
crease the pay of Navy bands. He asked the opinion 
of the Secretary as to the necessity or desirability of the 
increase. It was endorsed by Mr. Daniels, who said: 
“I think the same rule should apply to them as to 
everyone else in the Service. I recommended to keep up 
the war pay and I think the war pay should go all the 
way through.” 

@ The Coast Guard. 

Mr. Padgett: “In November you addressed to the 
Speaker a letter inclosing the proposed draft of a bill 
to amend the law in reference to-boards for examining 
of men ih the Coast Guard. I want to ask, in view of 
the signing of the armistice, and within a short time the 
Coast Guard will probably go back to the Treasury De- 
partment, do you think we had better take up this 
matter now?” 

The Secretary: “I think so. These examinations 
should be held by our boards as men are coming up now 
while this Service is under the jurisdiction of the Navy 
Department.” 

Discussion here touched on the proposed merger of the 
Coast Guard with the Navy, and it was evident from 
the trend of the sentiments brought out that the Secre- 
tary, as well as some members of the committee, was 
rather favorably disposed to the absorption of the Coast 
Guard by the Navy. The Secretary said: “I am in- 
clined to think-—and hope to make it a permanent part 
of the Navy. I have made no recommendation. I want 
to talk with the Secretary of the Treasury about it. I 
think that after the war everything on the water should 
be under the control of the Navy. The Army has cer- 
tain sea duties to perform. I do not want to raise a 
row between these two departments and the Navy De- 
partment.” : 

The Secretary then offered an amendment to the bill 
recommending legislation that Navy radio stations shall 
be open for general commercial business. He said this 
was a matter of importance. The Annapolis station, 
he declared, can carry all messages and can very readily 
attend to commercial business and thus saye the com- 
mercial cables from strain. He added: “I have called 
upon all the departments of the government not to send 
their messages by cable but to use the Navy radio.” 

The Secretary at the close of the session placed in 
the record a statement showing what the Navy had done 
in the manufacture of guns during the war. It had 
produced 2,841 guns of medium caliber -alone. 

Navy Aviation Program. 

During the session there were many interpolations, 
one on the Navy aviation program. The Secretary said 
it was the intention to continue the two principal avia- 
tion bases at Pensacola,’ Fla., and San Bios Cal., as 
well as the bases in Massachusetts, on Long Island and 
at Hampton Roads. Had the war gone on, he said, 
there would have been many new stations. The Pensa- 
cola and San Diego stations he believéd should _ be 
strengthened. He concluded: “I am not inclined to put 
very much money on the ground. Aviation money 
should be spent on experiments, new types of machines 
and trying to attain better machines.” 


The Camp at Brest. 

Secretary Daniels was asked regarding a published re- 
port that 70,000 American soldiers in an Army camp at 
Brest are living in mud swamps, inadequately sheltered 
and insufficiently nourished. He said he had no direct 
report of conditions and described the published report 
as “very sensational and probably written at a time 
when conditions were at the worst.” The camp is under 
the control of the Army. Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, 
U.S.M.C., who is in command of the camp, is under the 
orders of the War Department. “I have no direct report 
from General Butler,’ he said, “but I have received a 
report from the Army officer in charge of the district, 
which is a very warm commendation of General Butler 
and the 13th Marines for’their work in making the place 
tolerable. The camp was planned as only a temporary 
one. When marines landed there trains always awaited 
them. On returning to this port ships cannot always 
be there on which they may embark. Major General 
Commandant Barnett told me that on the ship which 
carried him abroad 900 persons were taken off sick and 
that another ship dumped hundreds of sick into the 
camp at Brest. It was in bad shape then,-but the 
number of patients there would have been a burden for 
a modern hospital in Washington. The officers, I think, 
did everything they could.” 

Representative Butler, father of General Butler, said 
that he had learned from doctors who had been at Brest 
that between 30,000 and 40,000 cases of influenza and 
pneumonia were at the camp at one time, and that while 
conditions were bad he understood they were now much 
improved. 

Success of Electric Drive. 

Secretary Daniels and Rear Admiral David W. Tay- 
lor, Chief Constructor, U.S.N., both gave information to’ 
the members of the committee on Jan. 2, r. Daniels 
said that the unqualified success of the electric driv® 
system of propulsion in the U.S.8. New Mexico deter- 
mined the Navy Department to build all capital ships 
hereafter with the electric propulsion system. ‘Tests of 
the New Mexico, he stated, showed that such engines 
can be Operated more economically than any others and 
a ship with this system can run at top speed as long as 
the fuel lasts. According to Mr, Daniels the New Mexi- 
co’s machinery was designed to develop 26,500 horse- 
power at full speed and to give the ship a maximum 
speed of twenty-one knots. “She actually developed 
more than 31,000 horsepower,” he said, “and — 
tained a speed of twenty-one and a quarter knots 
four hours when running at a displacement 1,009 - tons 
greater than her design called for. 

Mr. Daniels also spoke on behalf of the Department’s 
project for a chain of naval aviation stations around 
the continental United States arid in our pos- 
sessions and forean appropriation to continue aviation 
experiments. Estimates under this head have been cut 
from the original of $233,000,000, made before the armis- 
tice was signed, to $36,000,000, 

Admiral Taylor on Construction Costs. 

Admiral Taylor devoted himself to explaining the rea- ~ 
sons for the increased cost of the ships yet to be built 
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under the 1916 program, staiing that he estimated the 
hulls and machinery of the ten battleships and six battle 
cruisers provided for in that program would cost nearly 
$150,000,000 more than estimated, an increase of almost 
fifty per cent. He added that, in his opinion, the end 
of hostilities would not bring any speedy 


costs. 

Mr. Butler, of the committee, asked what would be 
the increase m the cost of the ships under Mr. Daniels’s 
second three-year program. Admiral Taylor replied 
that there may be large redvctions in the cost of con- 
struction before the program is started. The 1916 pro- 
gram will not be completed until 1928, he Said, and the 
new program cannot be put into full swing before the 
present one is out of the way.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN VS. WAR DEPARTMENT. 
In the Senate on Dec. 30 Mr. Chamberlain, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, made an 
attack on the War Department, charging that it lackeda 
demobilization program and.that there is a shortage of 
hospital accommodations for invalid soldiers returning 


from overseas. 

He declared America was, as unready at this time to 
handle both these programs a: ie was lacking in ade- 
quate preparation for going imito the war. He a’so 
charged that the War Department had failed to see that 
soldiers returning from overseas were supplied with 
money. He compared conditions to-day with those ex- 
isting before Congress convened in December, 1917, 
when that body “was flooded with letters of complaint 
that the industrial life of this republic, so far as prep- 
aration for war was concerned, was absolutely not do- 
ing its duty under the direction of the War Department. 
Complaints are coming to us now not that our indus- 
trial life has not been successfully co-ordinated, but that 
now that the war has been won and our sons and broth- 
ers are coming back to America, armless and legless and 
eyeless, America is unprepared to take care of them, 
just as America was unprepared properly to conduct 
this war in such a way as to conserve life, energy and 
health. God only knows how many lives have been 
uselessly sacr.ficed by our unprepared condition.” 

Senator Chamberlain then reviewed the circumstances 
attendant on the plan to create a “minister of muuni- 
tions” and tho “unpleasant controversy” which occurred 
at that time. He declared that criticism of the War De- 
partment had, been “reasoned all the time” and the erit- 
icism has achieved tangible results. He also alluded to 
his charges made in the Senate that money had :been 
wasted in aireraft production. “I am saying nothing 
in malice, because I am very fond of the Secretary of 
War.” he continued. “I know nearly everybody con- 
nected with the Military Establishment. Some of my 
warmest personal friends are there, but what I dois to 
point out a way for the future, and see to it that the 
great post-war problems with reference to those who are 
coming back shall be solved promptly and correctly. Now 
that the armistice is signed, now that the lid has been 
lifted, we are able to turn the tight on, leak into the 
dark places and get evidence from incontrovertible au- 
thorities—and we know that every charge the Military 
Affairs Committee made was absobutely true.” 

He then denied with considerable emotion the charges 
that had been made in the Senate and elsewhere that 
the Republicans had shown partisanship in the inquiry 
into the. War Department made by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, and declared: “I do not think 
there was a man on that committee who did not love the 
Secretary of War, & most lovable man, but the criticisms 
were constructive, or intended to be constructive. If 
they hurt anybody, or in any direction, it is simply be- 
cause it was inevitable under the conditions that then 
existed.” F 

Mr. Chamberlain then took up the question of hospital 
facilities for sick and wounded men in the Army, both 
here and abroad, which he charged weré not adequate, 
stating that he received hundreds of letters every morn- 
ing from men in the Army and from their mothers and 
wives complaining of these conditions. He said: 

“Pursuing the dilatory policies we pursued during 
the war with reference to getting ready to fight, we are 
pursuing the same dilatory policies with reference to 
getting ready to take care of these young men. We are 
getting word from every hospital and cantonment that 
the conditions for taking care of these young men are 
bad. ‘There are 179,000 of them, in round numbers. 
Where are the hospitals that they are going to put them 
in? What I am criticising is not having hospitals 
ready. We knew when we assembled these men in can- 
tonments that they were going to be sick, but there 
were no hospitals prepared. ‘Therefore, there were thou- 
sands of deaths that ought to have been avoided. We 
have not now hospitals prepared to accommodate all 
these wounded men who are coming back, and, therefore, 
we are going to have a great deal of suffering. If we 
would pay one-half the attention to preparing to receive 
these boys—I do not mean ‘we’—I mean the War De- 
partment—if they would pay half as much attention to 
arranging to receive these boys as they are to get legis- 
lation through that would protect contractors who have 
made contracts over the telephone, fin violation of law, 
it would not take long to get something done.” 

The Senator cited several instances of enlisted men 
who were ill and had asked outside aid towards getting 
discharged, and of others who had left camp for a few 
days to go home, and protested against the severity of 
their eourts-martial sentences, saying the Secretary of 
War “could stop that kind of business” with a word. 
He also spoke of the failure of the War Department to 
pay the soldiers promptly. In some instances, he said, 
pay checks were two months or more late. Mr. Cham- 
berlain gave an illustration of the manner ins which the 
British government sent men to address the soldiers to 
tell them what they might expect in the way of pay and 
when they were to be demobilized, adding: “There is 
not a cantonment in the United States where the gol- 
diers can tell you that they understand what to expect, 
All of them expect something different. I am not blam- 
ing the Secretary of War, or anybody else, that our 
men are not let loose, Lecause I do not know what the 
military necessities are ngw, but I am blaming them 
that they have not got a policy and have not let the 
American people into it, so that they may know how to 
govern themselves.”

PROGRESS OF THE ALLIES: 
Our Troops in Russia. 
American troops in the Archangel sector in Russia 


ended the year 1918 with stiff and successful fighting 
against the Bolsheviki forces. On Dec. 30 our men of 
the 339th Infantry Regiment, operating with the Polish 
legion, Russian volunteers and French troops, advanced 
fifteen miles up the Onega River on thé extreme west 
of the Archangel sector, taking a score of small villages 
in the advance. Every man in the American force wore 
a white canvas robe and cowl over his heavy arctic out- 
fit to make him less distinguishable in the snow. Sev- 
enty-five miles east of the Onega another American unit, 
co-operating with Canadian artillery, have captured the 
town of Kadish and established a line two miles to the 
south of it. These two victories comprise a marked 
improvement in the Allies’ position in this sector. The 
Americans had n fo to retire from Kadish in 
November, and the recapture of the place gives them a 
good winter base in the blockhouses they had built pre- 
viously. 

The French government has awarded the War Cross 
and star to Pyts. Arthur Frank, and James Driscoll of 
Detroit, and Waiter Streit of Wolston Junction, Mich., 
of the American forces in northern Russia. 


On the Rhine. 

One of the most striking events of the past week at 
Coblenz was the arrival on Dec. 27 from Berlin of 
$2,250,000, to be turned over to the American Army au- 
thorities as part of Germany's payment toward the ex- 
penses of the Army of Occupation. The Germans now 
have given the Americans, in accordance with the terms 
of the armistice, $11,250,000. The money has been 
transported by American motor trucks and by train. 
In several instances some of the millions were shipped 
from Berlin by train under guard of German soldiers and 
transported by American motor* trucks and by train. 
over to the Americans, who carried the money to Cob- 
lerz. 

it was reported. from Coblenz on Dee. 30. that the 
Allied Armistice Commission will decide to receive from 
Germany the old type heavy artillery which is being 
offered. . The Armistice Conimission’s instructions to 
the Americans were that they should not mccept ten cen- 
timeter guns of models previous to 1904, fifteen centi- 
meter guns without cylinder record mechanism, 150 mil- 
limeter howitzers of models previous to 1902, or 110 mil- 
limeter models of a date previous to 1910. The guns of 
the calibers specified have been arriving from Berlin, 
Essen and other points, many of them fresh from tlie 
factories after being remodeled. The Armistice Comniis- 
sion decided that the reception of material should con- 
tinue after Jan. 1 and until new instructions were re- 
ceived. Upon the ultimate fulfillment of the armistice 
conditions regarding materials to be turned over, the 
material not accepted will be returned to the Germans. 

Lieut. Arthur Sutton and three men of the Signal 
Corps left Coblenz on Dec. 31 for Berlin to report to 
Major General Harris. Lieutenant Sutton and his meh 
will take photograph; showing conditions in Berlin and 
vicinity. Forty airplanes were accepted on the same day 
by the American Army. Two hundred machines are 
now in Coblenz or on the way, and all of them will be 
taken to France. Twenty-five hundred machine guns 
also were accepted. 

General Pershing issued an order on Dec. 29 to all 
American commanders to co-operate fully with the 
French government in measures against excessive use 
of alcoholic liquors. The French army rules regarding 
the drinking of spirituous liquors and the opening of 
liquor shops to soldiers, he says, will be observed strictly 
by the American forces. 

General Franchet d’Esperey, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Allied forces in the Near East, made his official en- 
try into Constantinople on Dec. 29, coming from Salon- 
ica on the French cruiser Patrie. He was welcomed by 
the Allied representatives here and the chiefs of staff of 
the Turkish army and navy. ‘

CHARGES AGAINST BREST CAMP. 

In the Washington Post of Jan. 1 appeared a two- 
column article, by a member of the Post staff who had 
just returned from France, devoted to a scathing denun- 
ciation of the embarkation camp outside of Brest, which 
is called Camp Pontenazen. The article stated that 70,- 
000 men were there waiting to be embarked for the 
United States; that half of them were living in tents 
that leaked and were without floor boards for the most 
part; that it rained most of tle time and the mud was 
“thigh deep.” Of the area of one square mile occupied 
by the camp between 600 and 700 acres were swamp 
land, it is charged. ‘The health of the men is good, it 
was admitted. Stress was laid on the fact that the 
men’s food came from “large zine garbage cans” and the 
coffee from “a large zine ash can” without any explana- 
tion being made to the reader that these cans were 
bought for use as food containers and were never used 
for any other purpose. “The only officer mentioned ia 
the article was Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, U.S.M.C., 
who was said to be in tommand of the camp and “who 
is working night and day to try to solve the preblem 
that confronts him,” -according to the article. He is 
quoted as describing Camp Pontenazen as “the worst 
place I bave seen anywhere on earth, and I have tray- 
eled all over the world.” _ 

Following the publication of the criicle 
Baker issued this statement: - 

“I have read the description of conditions in the .m- 
barkation camp at Brest, and have cabled General Har- 
bord asking that he make an immediate personal inspec- 
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tion of conditions there. In October I visited and in- 
spected this camp. It lies on a hill and consists of two 
parts, one the old camp with wooden barracks andthe 
second a large tent camp meant for the temporary re- 
ceipt of men who are on their way to or from ships. 
Somewhat later the so-called iron eamp was started and 
barrack buildings of corrugated iron are in process of 
construction as a more complete protection against the 
winter weather for the soldiers assembled at Brest for 
embarkation home. On Nov. 25 Mr. Keppel, the Third 
Assistant Secretary of War, made a personal inspection 
of the.entire camp. Conditions at that time were ex- 
cellent. The men were comfortable, well fed and every 
attention was being given to the sanitary condition of 
the camp. I have no later report on the subject and 
cannot have until I receive General Harbord’s reply te 
my cable. 

“In the meantime it must not be forgotten that Brest 
especially, and all of the western ports of France, to a 
greater or lesser degree, are essenilally wet places. Offi- 
cers stationed in Brest told me that it raiaed there regu 
larly five times a day, and on each of my visits there 
something like this average has been attained. The mists, 
fogs, rains and squalls from the Bay of Biscay are con- 
stant, and it will be wholly irpossible to find a dry 
place for the assembly of the soldiers who are to return 
to the United States. ‘The whole service at Brest is 
planned for the rapid passing of men from the trains 
to the ships, and only brief detention in the camp at 
Brest is contemplated. The same arrangements are made 
for officers and men both as to food and shelter. Gen- 
eral Helmick, who is the commanding officer at Brest, 
was for a long time a member of the force of the In- 
spector General and is a zealous and effective officer.” 

Secretary Daniels also referred to the camp at Brest 
during the naval hearings, as noted on page 651. 

Senator New, of Indiana, introduced a resolution in 
the Senate on Jan. 2 calling on the Senate Military 
Committee to investigate conditions at the embarkation 
camp at Brest.

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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
THIRD SESSION. 
Substitute Navy Bnlisted Personifel Bill. 

A substitute for the bill affecting the enlisted st-ength 
of the Navy, which had been filed with the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs by Capt. Harris Laning, Act- 
ing Chief of the Bureau. of Navigation, has beén pre- 
pared and filed with the committee. The bill is known 
as the “175,000 bill” and the substitute follows: 

A bill establishing the enlisted strength of the Navy 





Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the date of ap- 
proval of this act the authorized enlisted strength of the Navy 
shall be 175,000 men; the authorized number of apprentice 
seamen and firemen under training shall be 24,000; the au 
thorized number of men under instruction in trade schools 
shall be 12;000; and the authorized number of enlisted men 
of the Flying Corps shall be 6,000: Provided, That the 


thorized enlisted strength of the Navy as defined in the 
of Congress approved July 1, 1918, Public No. 182, 
‘‘An act making appropriations for the naval service for th 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, and for other purposes,’’ 
shall be exclusive of firemen under training in addition to the 
classes excluded by said act: And provided further, That the 


enti 





Act of Congress approved Aug. 29, 1916, 39th Statutes at 
Large, page 576, first paragraph under the heading Commis 
sioned Personnel be, and is hereby, amended by striking out 
the words ‘‘enlisted men detailed for‘duty With the Naval 
Militia, and the Flying Corps.’’ 
} For an Army of 500,000. 

Senator King, of Utah, on Dec. 30 offered the follow- 
ing resolution : 

S. Res. 400.—Whereas representatives of the Ur d States 








and the Allied, governments will soon meet at Paris for the 
purpose of negotiating terms of peace between the said gov 
ernments and the Central Powers; and whereas under the 
law providing for the present military forces of the United 
States, most of said forces within a short period after the 
terms of peace have been signed will automatically be released 
and discharged from military service; and whereas it may be 
necessary for the United States to maintain military forces in 
Europe for a considerable period after peace conditions have 
been agreed upon, not only for the purpose of procuring a 
fulfilment of the necessary guarantees exacted from the Cen- 
tral Powers, but for other proper, legitimate, and imperative 
reasons; and whereas the unsettled and confused conditions 
existing throughout the world require that provision be 'made 
for the safety and security of this nation and its interests, 
and for such purpose in addition to the maintenance of a 
strong Navy and Army of sufficient strength and size should 
be organized: Therefore be it Resolved, That in the opinion of 
the Senate legislation should be enacted authorizing the or- 
ganization of an Army of 500,000 men, : 

In a brief discussion following introduction of the 
resolution, Mr. King gave it as his understanding ef the 
draft law that’ at the end of four months after the 
proclamation of the President shall have been issued 
proclaiming peace all of the soldiers, except those that 
enlisted regularly under the General Statutes/ shall be 
demobolized. 

Mr. McKellar, who followed Mr. King in the dis- 
cussion, evidentlx does not read the Chief of Staff's 
interesting weekly interviews, in oe of which Gen- 
eral March told us that obligatory demobilization 
under the law would leave us only about 30,000 men in 
the Regular Army—men whose seven-year enlistments 
were still in force and who had not yet served the’ four 
years (or three years) that would entitle them to be 
furloughed to the Reserve; for Senator McKellar asked 
if it would not be wise to “find out how many of the 
soldiers there are that have enlisted in the Regular 
Army. Suppose there are 500,000?” Mr. McKellar 
likewise displayed a lack of understanding of certain 
important laws which he himself had helped to pass 
the National Defense Act, the Selective Service Act and 
the latter’s amendment in the Urgent Deficiency Act 
of June 15, 1917. In accordance with the provisions 
of these laws Brig. Gen. 8S. T. Ansell, Acting Judge Ad- 
vocate General, clearly defined the status of the National 
Guard as a draft unit of the Army of the United States 
for the emergency. Mr. McKellar said: “Under a re- 
cent opinion of some subordinate officer of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department—not by General Crowd 
er—an opinion has been delivered holding that the Na- 
tional Guard will be mustered out in exactly the same 
way that the National Army was, and that they would 
not be any longer members of the National Guards of 
their several states. I want to suggest to the Senator 
that I think that holding is absolutely without merit 
and will be overturned whenever presénted to the proper 
authority, and that the matter of the National Guards 
should be ,considered in connection with any legislation 
that may be brought up, whether the Senator's bill or 
some other bill.” 

Hospital and Hotei for West Point. 


Hospital facilities at West Point were described as 
“pitifully inadequate” by Col. W. H, Haskins, M&,, 
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nt a hearing on Dec. 31 by the House Military Affairs 
Committee on the Military Academy Appropriation bill 
for the fiscal year 1920. Colonel Haskins recommended 
that $465,000 be appropriated for a new hospital. Acad- 
emy officials also recommended that permission be 
granted for the construction by private capital of a hotel 
at West Point, to be turned over to the Government at 
the end of fifty years.

Orders for the abandonment of naval bases at Nan- 
tucket and Woods Hole, Mass., and Block Island, R.L, 
were sent out on Jan. 1 by Rear Admiral Joseph W. 
Oman, commandant of the 2d Naval District, whose 
headquarters are at Newport, R.I. 

The U.S. seout cruiser Chester and the destroyers 
Aylwin and Wickes arrived at Copenhagen, Denmark, 
Dee. 29, on a friendly visit. 

The U.S. converted yacht Corsair arrived at Queens- 
town, Ireland, Dec. 27, to relieve the U.S.S. destroyer 
tender Melville, which has been the flagship of the Amer- 
ican destroyer squadron base on Queenstown. The Mel- 
ville will sail for home on Jan. 6. 

The destroyer Tucker, Comdr. Carroll S. Graves, and 
the Drayton, Lieut. Charles C. Ross, and also the con- 
verted yacht Isabel, Lieut. Comdr. A. W. Comstock, ar- 
rived at Boston, Jan. 2 from European waters. The 
Tucker sank a German submarine in the Bay of Biscay 
on Aug. 9, 1918. 

Rear Admiral Blue Leaves the Teras, 

Rear Admiral Victor Blue, U.S.N,, relinquished com- 
mand of the battleship Texas at New York on Dec. 31, 
turning the ship over to Capt. Nathan C. Twining, ap- 
pointed to succeed him. Rear Admiral Blue, who has 
been assigned to his old place as Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, with the rank of rear admiral while holding 
that office, on leaving the Texas was accorded the special 
honor of being rowed ashore in a whaleboat by brother 
officers. .As he stepped on the landing float at 79th 
street the crew of officers gave him three hearty cheers. 
He was greatiy respected and loved by all the officers 
and men aboard the Texas. 

Our Fleet at New York. ; 

Officers and men of the vessels of the Atlantic Fleet at 
anchor in the Hudson at New York city have been en- 
joying a well-earned shore leave. The ships were visited 
by many thousands of persons during the hours at which 
visitors were admitted on board, and many thousands of 
persons on foot and in vehicles viewed the panorama pre- 
sented by the ships as seen from Riverside Drive. Large 
numbers of men were seen about the streets seeing the 
sights in New York, and the remarkably fine weather for 
this time of the year has enhanced the pleasure of the 
stay in port. The good order of the men on leave was 
very noticeable. Spectators who thronged Riverside 
Drive in the night time expecting to see an electric 
light illumination were at times treated instead to a 
most spectacular display of methods of repelling a com- 
bined imaginary attack of submarine and surface craft, 
and attack by air. It was a regular practice drill in 
which all the battleships of the 6th and 9th Divisions 
took part, and was a beautiful sight. ‘There were violet 
rays flashing signals, bombs represented by fireworks, 
dropping from imaginary airships, anti-aircraft guns, 
and searchlights using white and colored rays. 

Returning Navy Vessels. 

The Navy Department is informed that the following 
converted yachts and Coast’ Guard cutters, which have 
been in service in European waters, have arrived, or 
will arrive within the next few days, at their home 
ports: Cristabel en route to New London; Corona and 
Emeline are at New London; Nakomis is at Hampton 
Roads; May and Remlik are en route to Hampton Roads, 
about due; Sultana and Vidette are at New York; Wan- 
derer en route to New London, due soon; Arcturus, 
Druid, Wenonah and Wadena are at Bermuda en route 
to New London; Surveyor en route to Norfolk, will ar- 
rive soon; the Coast Guard cutters Manning and Yama- 
craw are at Bermuda en route to New London. 

U.S.S. Tonopah at Lisbon. 

The U.S. monitor Tonopah, which before the United 
States entered the present war was used as a submarine 
tender for the Atlantic Fleet, and was stationed at the 
base at New London, Conn., is very far from home at 
the present time. She was at Lisbon, Portugal, on Dec. 
26, 1918, and has been in foreig.a waters for a consider- 
able time. The Tonopah is a vessel of 255 feet long, has a 
speed of thirteen knots, and carries a main battery of 
two 12-inch guns. Her full load draft is thirteen feet 
three inches, which makes her a very useful craft for 
shallow as well as for deep waters. This is the first 
mention of the Tonopah made public since the war we 
believe. 

Captain Brown, U.S.M.C., Restored to Duty. 

Capt.-Paul Brown, U.S.M.C., was found guilty by a 
G.C.M. at Guantanamo, Cuba, some months since of 
drunkenness and assault and .was sentenced to be dis- 
missed. The Judge Advocate General of the Navy being 
of the opinion that the case of the accused was greatly 
prejudiced by hostility of certain witnesses and other 
circumstances, and that the findings of the court were not 
in accord with the evidence, recommended that the pro- 
ceedings, findings and sentence in the case be disap- 
proved and that the accused be released from arrest and 
restored to duty. ‘This recommendation, concurred in by 
the Major General Commandant, U.S.M.C., was approved 
by the Navy Department, and Captain Brown was re-- 
stored to duty. The proceedings in this case have just 
been made public in C.M.O. 137, Oct. 28, 1918, Navy De- 
partment. ; 

Fast Run of Mine Planters. 

The U.S.S. Shawmut, Capt. W. T. Cluverius, U.S.N., 
and the U.S.S. Aroostook, Capt. J. H. Tomb, U.S.N., 
of the Mine Force, arrived in Hampton Roads, Va., 
with homeward bound pennants flying on Dec. 27, after 
a fast run of twelve and one-half days from Portland, 
England, via the Azores and Bermuda. ‘These ships are 
twenty-knot mine planters, were fitted out at the Bos- 
ton Yard, and form the Third Division of Mine Squad- 
ron No. 1, which laid the North Sea Barrage. The other 
ships of the. squadron are returning by the northern 
route. * 
HosprraL Progects ABANDONED. 

In view of the charges made by Mr. Chamberlain jn 
the Senate on Dec. 30 that hospital facilities in the 
United States were inadequate properly to care for our 
sick and wounded soldiers it is interesting to learn that 
on Dee. 31 the Director of Operations of the War De- 
partment ordered the Construction Division to abandon 
operations on eight hospital projects that would pro- 
vide ‘a total of 12,048 beds. The largest of these was the 
project for the changing of the Field Museum at Chi- 
cago into a 4,000-bed hospital while the smallest was 
for a 148-bed hospital.

The dis- 
erse, rapid in its action, appalied and paralyzed the communi 
tics. Volunteer help was absolutely essential. In this crisis 
over ten per cent. of the officers and men of the Pennsylvania 
Reserve Militia volunteered their services in fighting the epi- 
demic. Their action in thus volunteering evidences the highest 
type of courage, for the losses were larger and the chances of 
death far greater than those on the battlefronts of Europe. In 
many cases twenty-five per cent. of those admitted to the hospi. 
tals died. Notwithstanding this danger, the officers and men o 
the Pennsylvania Reserve Militia volunteered their services freely 
and performed valiant duty. In recognition of their splendid 
service, and :calizing the fact that their action in voluntetring 
was just as noble, just as valuable to the country and just as 
self-sacrificing as that of any forlorn-hope on the battlefields of 
Europe, The Adjutant General desires to thank them in the 
name of the commonwealth for their services, and, as a slight 
token of appreciation of their devotion to duty, their names and 
organizations are published.

KAY asks: Do your files show the date on which I was 
ordexed to active duty and directed to proceed to Monterey, 
Cal. (April or May, 1909)? Answer; On page 960, April 24, 
1909, we find an order of April 20, 1909, War Dept., directing 
you ‘‘to proceed to the Presidio of Monterey, Cal., for duty.’’ 

M. E. D.—When peace is declared, or sooner if the War 
Department deems proper, you will be furloughed to the 
Reserve, you having served full four years, and over, of your 
seven-year enlistment. As to the emergeney conditions in 
your relation to dependents, tell The A.G. through*the channel, 
and it may be that you can sectire a full discharge. 

F. M. Y.—An article on pages 371-2 of the World Almanac 
for 1918 will give you an idea of the relative strength of the 
British and American Merchant Marine. Shipbuilding in the 
United States has made wonderful strides in the past year. 

C, A. E.—From week to week, as the Chief of Staff makes 
the announcements, we publish the lists of organizations as- 
signed to come home. Watch these lists. 

SOMEONE CONCERNED asks: Men from the Regular Army, 
some of whom were at the time serving in the Army Reserve 
(active list) under the seven-year Act of 1912, made applica- 
tion to be sent to the F.A.C.0.T.S. After they had been ad- 
mitted and before completing the course the armistice was 
signed, but they nevertheless completed the course and were 
commissioned in the Field Artillery Reserve Corps (inactive 
list). What is their present status? Can a person be serving 
in the Regular Army Reserve and be an officer in the F.A.R.O, 
(inactive list)? Answer: A man may be held to service under 
his enlistment contract, if the emergency calls for it. If the 
candidate were needed as an officer he would be discharged 
from his enlistment when called to duty as an officer. 

SEB.—The war regulations restricting the soldier to his 
service uniform are still in force. When peace has been de- 
clared the old privilege of wearing cits on pass will doubtless 
be restored in time. 

O. M. P.—If your enlistment contract bore date of May 30, 
1918, and you received commission Nov. 30 and went on. in- 
active list on same date, you served the six months necessary 
to entitle you to the silver chevron. Ask The A.G. for au- 
thority to wear. 

INQUIRER.—tTell the Bureau of Navigation about the 
widowed mother in poor health, and if she is dependent upon 
the sailor for support, perhaps he can purchase his discharge 
from the Regular Navy. 

LAKEWOOD.—TIf your active service continues and peace is 
not declared before you have had six months of such service, 
you will be entitled to the silver chevron for war duty in this 
country. 


V. C.—A leave of absence commences on the day following 
that on which the officer departs from his proper station. 
The day of departure, whatever the hour, is counted as a day 
of duty; the day of return as a day of absence. See A.R. 58, 
60 and 1293.
